NICARAGUA’S NOTE. 


TERMINATION OF TREATY. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.—The gov- 
ernment of Nicaragua has terminated 
the treaty under which the United 
States was empowered to construct an 
inter-oceanic canal across the terri- 
tery of Nicaragua. ‘This action has 
been conveyed to the State Department 


by the Nicaraguan Minister of For- 


eign Affairs. That official declares 
that the denunciation in no wise at- 
fects the friendly relations between the 
two countries, but the Nicaraguan gov- 
ernment desires the conclusion of new. 
treaties. f° 

Besides the treaty of friendship, com- 
merce and navigation of 1867 thus de- 
nounced, the same note conyeys the de- 
nunciation of the ext tion treaty of 
1870 between the United States and 
Nicaragua. Under the terms of the 
denunciation of the first-made treaty, 
covering the right to construct and 
guarantee a canal, the convention will 
expire October 24, 1902, which is one 
year from the date on which the no- 
tice was received at the State De- 
partment... The extradition treaty ter- 
minates May 24, next, as provided 
the convention. 

Thé@ Nicaraguan Minister's note con- 
veys absolutely no information as to 
the motives which inspired the Lie- 
araguan government to denounce these 
two treaties, nor has Mr. Murray, 
United States Minister to Nicaragua, 
thrown any light on the subject. It 


may be recalled, as affecting the treaty

‘DRAFT OF NEW TREATY. 


PAUNCEFPOTE HAS IT IN HAND. 
{BY THR NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.] 

LONDON, Nov. 2.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] The first official statement of 
any kind made for a month in relation 
to the Nicaragua Canal has been ob- 
tained by the Associated Press. It 
confirms the fact that Lord Paunce- 
tote, the British Ambassador to the 
United States, when he lands in New 
York today, will have with him the 
draft of a new treaty, abrogating the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty, which is in 
every particular satisfactory to Lord 
Salisbury’s Cabinet. 

A representative of the Associated 
Press interviewed Lord Pauncefote in 
London, since which not one word has 
been given up. The latest dispatch 
from the United States is as follows: 

All negotiations up to the present 
day have been entirely unofficial from 
a strictly diplomatic point of view, and 
that on pourparlers only depend the 
hopes generally shared for a success- 
ful bridging over of the diplomatic dif- 
ficulty. These pourpariers, however, 
have been particularly searching. 

The State Department does not ro- 
quire a copy of the document Lord 
Pauncefote carries to learn its terms. 
Until the Ambassador reaches Wash- 
ington the exact terms are withheld. 
Though it is admitted that Great Brit- 
ain has offered to put the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty to one side, and to ac- 
quiesce in the construction of the canal 
by and under the control of the 
United States, this concession from 
Lord Lansdowne’s original intention 
has not been granted without some real 
or fancied advantage to Great Britain, 
it would not be fair to say a quid pro 
que constituted the main feature of 
the protracted pourparlers, but that 
it will directly or Indirectly result is 
firmly established in the minds of the 
members of the Cabinet.

Germany, Aus- 
tria-Hungary, France and Russia are 
now hering the beet crop, which 
will yield an output of sugar far sur- 
passing in quantity that of any pre- 
vious year. 

“This overwhelming product ¢eomes, 
unfortunately for Germany, at a time 
when industrial depression and a short 
wheat and rye crop have seriously re- 
duced the purchasing capacity of the 
poorer classes, so a high commercial 
authority estimates a decline in sugar 
donsumption of Germany alone during: 
the fiscal year 1901-1902 at 75,000 tons. 

“To complete and stil further 
darken the shadow, Cuba has reap- 
peared as a vigorous and threatening 
competitor in the United States, 
which, during the past four years, 
has taken an average of 283,000 metric 
tons of German sugar, valued roughly 
at $12,614,000 per annum. 

Under all these conditions, the 
price of sugar falls in the controlling 
market at Madgeburg io the lowest 
point reached during the critical year | 
1894-95, from which it was rescued by 
an advance in the export bounty and 
the constantly increasing home con- 
sumption of. sugar, which was then 
favored by prosperous industries and 
growing ewport trade, which steadity 
‘augmented the comfort and purchas- 
ing power of a large percentage of the 
German people.

Pan-American Exposition ended at 12 
o'clock tonight.

last time. Slowly, one by one the 
lights on post and pinnacle and tower 
faded away. A corps of buglers stand- 
ing in the tower sounded “taps” as 
one of the greatest glories of the ex- 
position, the electrical illumination, 
passed away, and the exposition was 
ended. 

The exhibition has not been a finan- 
clal success, but the benefits derived 
from it will be of great value to the 
commercial interests of the country.

NNOVATION PLANNED 
1 BY CITY AUDITOR. 


ANNUAL REPORT TO BE CLEAR AND 
CONCISE STATEMENT. 


All Departments of the City Govern- 
ment Expected to Contribute Statisti- 
cal Information of Value—Will be a 
Compendium of Municipal Information. 


— — 


Quite a new departure will be made 
this year by City Auditor Unger in the 
preparation of the annual report. In- 
stead of a superficial showing of the 
condition of the city funds, it is 
planned to prepare a statement that 
will be complete, concise and of last- 
ing value. 

A provision of the charter makes it 
obligatory upon the head of each de- 
partment to submit to the City Auditor 
@ report of the year's business to No- 
vember 30, which is the end of the City 
Heli year. All these reports are com- 
piled by the Auditor, and several times 
in the past have been published in 


‘book form. The reports heretofore pub- 


lished have not been up to the stand- 
ard of similar statements issued from 
other cities of the sige of Los Angeles, 
and Auditor Unger has determined to 
prepare a report that will be a credit 
to the city. 
Preliminary preparations for the pub- 
Hestion of the statement are now 
—— One neu feature will be the 
insertion of pictures of all the city of- 
ficiais and boards of control. Yester- 
lay the Auditor and his deputies were 
A engaged in sending out letters 
to each member of the city government 
requesting a photograph. ; 
. Preceding the report of each depart- 
ment wil! be a page devoted to the 
‘ture of the official and in the case of 
reports the pictures will be 


In the report the entire business of 
the year will be reviewed. The method 
and amount of apportionment explained 
and much other detailed information of 
Value given. The new book-keeping 
System introduced by the present 
Auditor will be set forth in a manner 
to give to the officials of other cities 
an adequate idea of the system in 
vogue in Los Angeles. ' 

Byt the scope of the publication, a 
Pianned by the Auditor, will be wider 
than this.

Cannot Be Punished for Melodramatic 
Part in Leng Beach’s Seveu-day's 
Sensation Over Stolen Deed and is Dis- 
charged—Bad Money Tools. |

Dr. O. L. Weodworth, the chief actor 
in the sensation of the century at Long 
Beach last September, was discharged | 
by Judge Smith yesterday, thereby es- 
caping prosecutior on a charge of 
grand larceny. The doctor stole two 
deeds, according to the information 
filed against him, executed in nie favor 
for property in Iowa valued at $29,000. 
This property belonged to John W. 
Kempley, 

Dr. Woodworth’s attorneys raised the 
point on demurrer that, inasmuch as 
the deeds had never been actually de- 
livered by Kempley with his knowledge 
er consent, they were valueless and, 
therefore, not subject to iarceny. 

„»I am satiefied,” said Judge Smith 
yesterday, in Meciding Woodworth’'s 
tate “that this demurrer should 
sustained, and consequently the defend- 


ant will have to Be discharged. An un- 
delivered deed is not subject of lar- 
ceny. under the common law, and, un- 
der our statutes, it cannot be stolen 
becaure it is of no value. The deci- 
gions in all the States are unanimous 
on this proposition. The party stolen 
from has lost nothing, and the party 
stealing realizes nothing.” 

Dr. Woodworth took his good luck 
with moderate joy, and, aithough dis- 
charged from the custody of the county 
authorities, he did not gain his liberty, . 
but was taken back to the County Jail, 
where he will remain until taken north 
on Monday by the Federal officers to 
answer to a grand jury indictment, 
charging him with baving counterfeit- 
ing tools in his possession when ar- 
rested at Redwood City on his flight 
from Long Beach. The government has 
fixed his bonds in the sum of $5000, and 
the large amount is a barrier to his 
freedom.

Apple growers in Antelope Valley 
will rejoice in the report of Horti- 
cultural Commissioner Strong, who re- 
turned from a tour of inspection yes- 
terday, and reported that he found the 
section free of codlin moth and San 
José scale.

KAISER’S NIGHTMARE. 


Germany's Ruler Says America’s 
Trusts Threaten European Trade—He 


Would Unite Nations Against Them. | 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

NEW YORK, Nov. 2.—M. Pierre de 
Segur gives a highly interesting ac- 
count in the current number of the 
Revue de Paris of the reception given 
by the Kaiser on board the Hohenzol- 


lern to a party of 
Odde, says the Herald's corre 
spondent. — 

“His conversation with us,“ writes 
M. De Segur, “was chiefly about Amer- 
ica. To him there is a menace for the 
future in the colossal] trusts, so dear to 
the Yankee millionaire, which tend to 
place an industry or an international 
| exchange in the hands of a single in- 
dividual or group of individuals. Sup- 
pose. he said, in substance, that a 
Morgan succeeds in combining under 
his flag several of the oceanic lines. 
He does not occupy any official posi- 
tion in his country outside of the influ- 
ence derived from this wealth. It 
would, therefore, be impossible to treat 
with him, if it should happen that an 
international incident or a foreign 
power were involved in his enterprise, 
and neither would it be possible to 
have recourse to the State, which, hav- 
-§ no part in the business, could de- 
Une any responsibility. Then to whom 
could we turn? In order to obviate 
this danger the Kaiser foresees the 
necessity of forming a European cus- 
toms union against the United States 
on similar lines. to the continental 
blockade devised by Napoleon against 
England in order to safeguard the in- 
terests and sure the freedom of con- 
tinental commierce at the expense of 
America's development, and be de- 
clares to us, without cireumlocution, 
that in such an eventuality England 
would be forced to choose an alterna- 
tive of two absolutely opposite policies, 
| @ither to adhere to the blockade and 
place herself on the side of Europe 
against the United States, or else to 
join the latter against the powers of 
the continent.

IRRIGATION BY PUMPING. 
IMPROVED METHODS IN USE. | 


The profits to be made by improving | 
citrus-fruit lands in cases where those | 
lands can be supplied with water for | 
irrigation have been repeatedly pointed | 
out in these columns. As a rule, now 
ever, it has only been found prac- 
ticable heretofore to irrigate lands 
which were so situated that they could 
be brought “under the ditch” of some 
irrigating system whose waters were 
generally stored in some distant res- 
erwoir, or Were at least so placed that 
they could be led by gravity to every 
part of the land which was to be sup- 
plied by them. In some favorable cases 
lands habe been irrigated by water 
pumped from wells located upon the 
lands or upon some near-by tract, but 
aS a. general thing the expense inci- 
dental to this method of  irriga- 
tien has been found an insuperable 
objection to its general use. The short- 
age in the supply of water stored in 
reservoirs, however, which was a te- 
hree comparatively

I many experiments to be made 
irrigating lands with water 
| pumped from wells, and the result of 
some of these experiments seems to 
show that lands can be thus irrigated | 
at a figure which will probably cause, | 
this method to become more popular 
than it formerly was. If these experi- 
ments have solved the problem, so that 
this method of irrigation becomes prac- | 
ticable for general and exclusive use 
on large tracts, much land of this part 
of the country that has hitherto been 
of comparatively little value can now 
be made productive. 
In considering the question of the 
conditions under which it pays to 
pump water for irrigation, an expe- 
rienced irrigator, whe does not wish his 
name used in this connection, says: 
“Even as late as four years ago ir- 
rigation be pumping did not pay ex- 
cept in a very few cases. Today it does 
pay and it pays handsomely in nearly 
all eases. This is due to the perfection 
attained by gasoline engines and to

It has a compound con- 
densing vertifal piston pump capabie 
of raising a large stream of water 120 
feet. and of irrigating 1000 acres of 
land, and it is operated at a cost of 
less than $2 per hour.

WATER-PROOF PLASTER. 

WALLS IMPERVIOUS TO WATER. 

One of the pictures of new buildings 
shown on this page is that of the new 
High School building now nearing com- 
pletion at Riverside. It is a plaster- 
and-cement building of the mission 
style of architecture. It is claimed 
that the building will be free from a 
defect that seems to be in many cases 
an accompaniment of plaster buildings, 
in that the walls of the structure will 
be impervious to moisture. The process 
by which this was accomplished is the 
result of the researches and investiga- 
tions of Charles EK. Richards of the Pa- 
cific Cement Water Proofing Company. 

With reference to the application of 


the process to the Riverside High 
School building, Mr. Richards says: 
“Various methods were considered, 


such as covering with a brush coat of 
Portland cement, using water-proof 0 
cold-water paint, and the new procest 
by which Portland cement is rendered 
impervious to water. After various 
tests the latter method was selected. 
The difficulties with which the new 
process had to cope were all met and 
the work accomplished to the complete 
satisfaction of all concerned.” 

It is said also that A. W. Boggs, the 
supervising architect, representing the 
government in the construction of the 
large Indian school buildings now be- 
ing erected at Riverside, was so pleased 
with the results of the new process 
that he has sent in a recommendation 
that the spectfications for that build- 
ing be so far modified as to provide for 
the using of the new water-proof plas- 
ter. 

The mission or plaster house is un- 
doubtediy a desirable construction for 


this climate, or for any climate, if the 


walls can Le make impervious to wa- 
ter. Of course, it is possible to render 
any sort of wall impervious to water 
if Lp + water-excluding material 
be put ; but the expense of that 
method {fs undoubtelily very great. 
Several coats of oil paint are said to 
be necessary, and even then if a crack 
occurs, water gets behind the plaster, 
breaks the clinches and off comes a 
portion of the wall. The process dis-

OUNG MAN’S DEATH 
ALONE IN HIS ROOM. 
OF E. D. REED ENDED BY 
SEPSIS POISONING. 


LIFE 


— 


Bottle of Strychnine Tablets and 
Touching Note Cause Suspicion of 
Suicide, But Autopsy Indicates Natural 
End—Victim of Consumption. 


E. D. Reed was found dead in his 
room in the Colton lodging-house, cor- 
ner of Los Angeles and Fourth streets, 
yesterday afternoon. Although there 
is a suspicion that he ended his life 
by taking poison,*an autopsy showed 
that death resulted from sepsis polson- 
ing, superinduced by a diseased ond 
tion of the lungs. 

In Reed's room, on a dresser, were 
found several strychnine tablets and a 
note which read: I have fought the 
demons of disease, disappointment, 
loneliness and despair, but they have 
conquered. I would rest. E. D. Reed, 
November 1, 1901. 

It ie this note which leads those who 
found the remains to believe that Reed 
ended his own life. Dr. E. H. Gar- 
rett, who conducted the autopsy, saye 
that the man had been dying for some 
time and could have lived but a short 
time at the most. It is his belief that 
Reed took one or more of the tablets 
to induce sleep, and that in is weak- 
ened sondition the medicine killed him. 
A chemical analysis of the contents of 
the stomach will be made to determine 
whether he took poison. 

When Reed failed to leave his room 
yesterday a chambermaid at the Col- 
ton rapped on his door. There was no 
response. The Police Station was no- 
tified and an officer entered the room 
and found the occupant dead. Life 
had apparently been extin>t for sev- 
eral hours. 

Reed was lying face down, his l- 
ver watch clutched in one of his out- 
stretched hands. It had stopped at 
1:28 o'clock. Every indication was that 
death had come in sleen. 

The Coroner found $2.50 on the corpse. 
There were other personal effe-ts in 
the room. but they were un sturbed.

PRESIDENT ROOSEVELT AT WORK 
ON HIS MESSAGE. 


BY W. T. MANNING.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 27.—All Presi- 
‘dent Roosevelt's spare time just now— 
that is, every minute he can save 
from official routine of his exalied 
position—is given to the preparation 
of his first annual message to Con- 
gress. Under the precept of the Con- 
stitution that document is à report on 
the state of the Union, its relations 
with respect to the world in general 
and to the States in particular. In 
the evolution ef our politics the States 
have become subordinate. They have, 
in fact, dropped out, No President 
within the memory of living men has 
paid the slightest attention in his mes- 
sage to what concerns them. And yet 
there was a time when the President 
thought the concerns of the States to 
be of paramount importance in the 
government. That period has passed 
away. The United States has become 
a world-power, as it is the fashion to 
call it, and the States have dwindled 
into nothing. It marks the pfogrgss 
of centralization, against which Jef- 
ferson contended; and whether he was 
right or wrong, is still a question to be 
argued on one side and the other.

As to the 
canal, it is difficult to see how more 
than ten or fifteen millions can be 
used up in one year. There is no occa- 
sion whatever for rushing the work 
and crippling the people in order to 
complete in five years or so a work 
that might well take ten without se- 
riously incommoding any one. The 
gentlemen who talk in this way are 
not wise leagers, and their advice 
should be shunned. No one can tell 
what the situation will be when we 
come to the election of a new Con- 
gress, and a record for economy in the 
present one will be a strong ground of 
appeal to the people, who are already 
tottering under as heavy a load as they 
can well bear.

The olive harvest is in full swing. 
The crop is great and pickers are in 
great demand. The average run of the 
fruit is bringing $30 a ton to be used in 
making oil. Large fruit is bringing $46 
a ton for pickling purposes. 

It is rather misleading to call the 
California olive a pickle. It is picked 
not green, but when partly or wholly 
ripe. In the first instance they are an 
amber yellow, in the second biack. 
They have little of the pickle char- 
acteristics, not being acid to any ap- 
preciable degree. They are more than 
a mere relish, and are a most excellent 
food, palatable and nutritious. 

Those who are accustomed to use the 
Spanish Queen olive, a mere pickle, 
find it takes some time to acquire a 
taste for the amber or black California 
olive, but once that taste is acquired, 
2 Spanish product is no more sought 

er. 

Buyers should be careful in buying 
California olives and be sure they are 
8 cured. If they are they will 

found to be firm, and in this con- 
dition very desirable as food.

Blanco was content to hold Venezuela 
in the grasp of his strong hand, and 
did not look beyond her borders, find- 
ing quite enough to do at home. He 
scattered great statues of himself all 
over the country, and gave to himself 
the title of The Illustrious American;” 
he made for himself great wealth and 
large estates, but he never aimed at 
power outside of Venezuela. Castro 
decrees himself no titles, erects no 
statues for himself, but he rules with 
all the despotism, and remorselessness 
of Blanco, and seeks to build himself 
a monument in the shape of a nation. 

It is only a little while ago that Cas- 
tro was a wandering outlaw whose life 
would have been‘sacrificed had the reo- 
ple in power caught him. He was only 
an ordinary, every-day revolutionist, 
like so many other gentlemen en- 
turers of South and Central America, 
liable to be caught at any time and 
suffer the “pasar por las ar mas. as 
the Spanish- Americans euphemistically 
call a military execution, and then be 
forgotten. But Castro has a genius for 
organization, and his conscience did 
not keep him awake nights asking him 
unnecessary questions. He has seized 
the supreme power and means to hold 
it, and more, too, if he can. He has 
sent his enemies to join their fathers 
or to conspire against him in the ports 
of the West India Islands. He is keen 
in seeing the drift of popular opinion 
and of taking advantage of it, and this 
development of a sentiment for the re- 
establishment of Bolivar’s old republic 
came to his hand, and he has encour- 
aged it. It serves to withdraw the at- 
tention of the Venesuelans from do- 
mestic affairs and gives their restiess- 
ness a new and safe vent, besides open- 
ing up large opportunities for his own 
ambition, and, if the thing is properly 
carried through-—if a free and stable 
government in Latin America is pos- 
sible—of realizing the dreams and car- 
rying out the plans of the great lib- 
erator, Simon Bolivar, the “Washing- 
ton of South America.” 

Between Guzman Blanco and Castro 
there have been several Presidents, but 
the country never has felt, since the 
days of the “Ilfustrious American,” 
that it had a master; and there has 
been a succession of tumults, discords 
and revolutions. To be President of 
Venezuela is not the simp'e and unos- 
tentatious thing that it is to be Presi- 
dent of these United States. The Pres- 
ident of Venezuela wears gorgeous 
uniforms, shining with orders, and 
keeps his state. Castro holds a regular 
court In the Casa Amarilla, or Yellow 
House, the President’s palace. Castro 
receives the representatives of foreign 
governments in the great Hall of Am- 
baseadors in the Casa Amarilia, a room 
as large as the East Room in the 
White House. The President, wearing 
the uniform of a general, with a wide 
golden sash, is seated on a gilded 
throne, while standing on either side 
of him are his Cabinet Ministers, aleo 
in full uniform. The ors are

taken to the place of reception in a

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gilded coach, and are introduced by a 
gorgeous functionary of the Presiden- 
tial court, who has the official title of 
Introducer of Ambassadors. 

When the folding doors of the great 
room are thrown open the person who 
is being granted an audience is ex- 
pected to make a profound bow to the 
President, seated on his throne at the 
other end of the room. Half way 
across the intervening space he must 
stop and bow again, and then, ad- 
vancing to the foot of the throne, he 
makes a third bow and is formally pre- 
sented to His Excellency. The au- 
dience over, the person who has been 
received bows as low as he can with- 
out breaking his back, turns and 
walks to the middle of the room, where 
he wheels around and makes a second 
bow. Again pesuming his march, he 
reaches the deor, where he wheels a 
second time and makes a third bow, 


backing out of the room as he does go. 


Great public receptions and balls in 
former n were held in 
the Palacio Federal, where there was 
an eliptical ball-room 200 feet long and 
from to 100 feet wide. This used to 
be called the, finest ball-room in the 
world. The gilt furniture. was up- 
holstered with costly brocades and 
satins and the floor beautifully in!aid 
with various kinds of wood. 

In Venezuela Castro has under his 
Sway about two and one-half millions 
of people, scattered over an area of 
593,943 square miles. The population is 
of the game character as in Colombia 
and Fiecuador—a mixture of Indians, 
Spanish, half-breeds and negroes, 
though the mixture of Indian blood 
with the Spanish is not 8 great as it 
is in Colombia. In the latter country 
the Indian blood is very prominent. 
and its possessors, so far from seek 
ing to conceal the fact, are rather 
proud of it. The people of these coun- 
tries are fighters in their irregular 
way, but the most sturdy and the best 
soldiers in Venezuela ate the cow- 
punchers of the Lianos, great plains, 
like the plains of our West, and in 
Colombia the little Indians from Cauca 
are as brave and as fond of tumult 
and battle as they are undisciplined 
and hard to control. Colombia has 
about the same area as Venezuela. 
but a larger population, there being 
about four million inhabitants in that 
country. Ecuador wiht an area of 120, 
000 square miles, has a mixed popula- 
tion of 1.270.000. So the whole. territory 


‘of the old Colombian republic of Boli- 


var has now a population of over seven 
and a half millions. 
Castro's ambition once attained, and 
this nation re@stablished and con- 
selidated, he Would be in a position to 
invite Peru, with her 3,000,000 popula- 
tion, to enter the federation, and in 
ease she did not come quietly, could 
offer arguments of force. It would not 
be the first time that Colombian troops 
have overrun Peru. In the days of 
Bolivar they helped drive the Spanish 
out of the country, and they swayed 
there for a considerable time as sup- 
porters of the power of the Libegator 
in the nation. Bolivie, with an area 
between that of Colombia and Vene- 
zuela, having a population of 2,500,000, 
in which the native Indian element is 
immensely in the preponderance, would 
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find it immensely to her interests to 
join the federation, for she has now 
no sea-coast. 2 

Chile took what little she had away 
from her as a punishment for joining 
Peru in the last Chile-Peruvian war, 
and Brazil on the east and Argen- 
tine and Paraguay on the south dis- 
pute her boundaries. But the republic 
of “Greater Colombia” would haye to 
be on a fi foundation before it 
would dare tô take in Peru and Bo- 
livia, for that act would be sure to 
bring on a collision with Chile. That 
country arrogates to itself a dominance 
among the Spanish-American countries 
of South America, and has time and 
time again invaded Peru and interfered 
with the internal affairs of that nation. 
It regards Bolivia and Peru as being 

der its tutelage, and looks to the 

ventual absorption — those nations 
as its “manifest destiny.” 

Theugh small in population, Chile is 
proud and powerful for its size, and to 
contend successfully with it, the Re- 
public of Colombia would first have 
to shake off its old habits. Its people 
would have to give up their laziness 
and go to work, and would have to 
abandon the gentle and joyous pastime 
of domestic revolution, in which they 
are by nature so fond of indulging, 
and prepare their energies for foreign 
war. Armies would have to take the 


place of the armed mobs which now 


masquerade as soldiers, and a maritime 
force would have to be created and 
maintained. To those acquainted with 
the character of the people of the 
countries whicheit is, proposed to form 
into the reéstablish@éa nation such a 
condition of affairs seems impossible of 
being brought about, but in these days 
of the rapid decay of old nationalities 
and the springing to life of new ones, 
who shall say what can and what can 
not be accomplished? 

Leaving out of consideration entirely 
the question of Peru and Bolivia, the 
reuniting of the other three countries 
does not seem difficult of accomplish- 
ment, and fn fact would seem, from 
the growing sentiment in favor; of it, 
to be a fact which is bound to become 
an accomplished one before very long, 
though whether Castro will be able to 
bring it about by his present course 
of what practically amounts to armed 
intervention in favor of the Colombian 
revolutionisits is another question. 
Should Castro fail ‘in his ambitious 


plans, it is probable that before long 


an attempt to unite the countries by 
peaceful means would be made.

Music AND MUSICIANS. | 


Lecture on “Lohengrin.” 

W ALTER DAMROSCH is one of 
the four or five most prominent 
authorities on Wagner's operas 

in this country. For, besides being a 

musician of prominence, he is a littera- 

teur of no mean standing. His father, 


Leopold Damrosch, was one of the pio- 
neer workers for good music in this 


country, and the sons have followed 
in his footsteps. For a number ot 
years, especially since the death of 


Anton Seidl, Waiter Damrosch has 
been the foremost conductor of Wag- 
ner’s works that this country has pro- 


uced. 

Under his. father’s tutelage and that 
of Wagners friend and secretary, An- 
ton Seidl, Mr. Damrosch secured a 
more than ordinary insight into the 
works of the great composer of music 
dramas. 

e operas of Wagner are not 
strings of tunes, as are the operas of 
Wagner soon de- 
veloped the idea of associating with 
each personage and each emotion a 
particular musical theme or motive. 
When this person is suggested or 
thought of, or the emotion becomes a 
prominent characteristic of the drama 
in hand, in creeps the associated mo- 
tive, appearing in the vocal or or- 
chestral parts, generally in the or- 
chestra. This me was called the 
guiding theme, or leit motif,” as the 
Germans have it. It furnishes a run- 
ning commentary by the orchestra on 
the emotions that dominate for the 
time being the characters that are 
prominent on the Stage. 

It is the pu of Mr. Damrosch's 
lecture on Monday afternoon at the 
Los Angeles Theater, to show to his 
audience the musical beauties of Wag- 
ners opera, Lohengrin, which is to 
be presented here Saturday.

is a full, rich, resonant bass, capable 
of sending forth notes of immense vol- 
ume, or those of the most tender qual- 
ity. His appearance is that of a 
great, tall, broad-shouldered giant, 
with fair skin and blue eyes, and his 
stage presence is imposing. 

Four years after his début in Paris 
he created the part of Il Re, in Cata- 
lani's “Elda,” and Massenet intrusted 
to him the creation of “Le Roi de 
Lahore’ when it was produced at La 
Scala in Milan. He has also created 


the parts of Carlo V. in Marchetti's 
“Don Giovanni Austria.“ and Don 
Diegue in “Le Cid.” e Was en- 


gaged in London during the seasons 
from 1880 to 1884, and became im- 
mensely popular. — 
Andreas Dippel is one of the most 
brilliant of heroic tenors and hails 
from the Royal Court Opera in Vienna. 
Born in 1866 in Hesse-Cassel, he was 
originally intended for a commercial 
career, but studied music under Hey cf 
Berlin, Leonio in Milan and Ress in 
Vienna. He made his début in opera 
at the Stadt Theater, in Bremen, in 
1887, as the Steersman in “The Fiying 
Dutchman.” He then sang Lionel in 
“Martha,” and remained in Bremen 
for five years, with the exception of 
the season of 1890 and 1891, during 
which time he made his début at the 
Metropolitan Operahouse in Ne ork 
during the German opera seasons 


| there, under the direction of Edward 


C. Stanton. In 1892 he was engaged as 
leading tenor for the opera at Breslau., 
From August 1, 1893, until last season 
he was engaged as one of the leading 
tenors of the Royal Court Opera in 
Vienna. In 1889 he sang at Bayreuth 
and also at St. Petersburg. The sea- 
son of 1897 found Herr Dippel at G- 
vent Garden, in London, where he was 
one of the principal tenors. 

Salignac, although not as famous a 
tenor as Jean de Reszke, is considered 
much more reliable, and has seldom 
been known to miss an engagement. 
His excellent work with Mme. Melba 
will de remembered in this city, and he 
comes to us again with added years 
of experience, and intrusted with some 
of the most difficult roles in the reper- 
totre of the Grau programmes. He will 
sing the role of Don José in “Carmen,” 
in which character he has already re- 
ceived favorable notice by the eastern 
press. 

Sig. Campanari is again one of the 
leading members of the Grau company. 
His reputation for hard work and 
study is known throughout musical 
circles. He has never falled to meet 
the expectation of the audiences and 
to win the approval of his managers. 
Campanari is a synonym for reliabil- 
ity. He is one of the best French end 
Itallan baritones of this decade, and 
probably has the most extensive reper- 
toire of baritone solos of any singer 
now before the people. He will appear

David Bispham, who has been heard 
here before with great satisfaction, 
will sing Frederick in “Lohengrin.” He 
was born in Philadelphia. The first 
musical sounds that attracted his 
childish ear were those of the fifes and 
drums of the soldiers passing in 1860 
to the field of war in the Southern 
States. The beginning of his vocal ca- 
reer may be said to have been made 
in the Glee Club at Haverford College, 
where he graduated in 1876, and though

Discover! that he had a 
voice, he journeyed to Vienna, where 
he placed himself under the care of 
Prof. Schemhabe. His début was made 
at Rotterdam, and from there he went 
to Bresiau, where he remained for six 
years. In the early part of 1892 he ap- 
peared with the Loewe Opera Com- 
pany at St. tersburg, where, among 
other, things, he sang Kurwenal to the 
Tristam of Jean de Reske. 

Antonio Scotti, baritone, was born at 
Naples in 1866, and made his début at 
Malta in 1889 in the role of Amonasro 
in Aida.“ The following year he was 
engaged for the Treater Argentine, at 
Rome. From there he went to South 
America with the company headed by 
Tamagno, where his success was so 
great that he was compelled to return 
every season for the next six years. Sig. 
Scotti has also sung in Madrid, War- 
saw, Moscow and Odessa. In issaf he 
was engaged for “La Scala“ in Milan, 
where Mr. Grau heard him, and signed 
him for Covent Garden last summer. 
His success in London led to his en- 
gagement for the Metropolitan Opera- 
house, Sig. Scotti succeeded Maurel 
in the role of Falstaff, after the firs 
production of the opera, and was 
warmly congratulated by Verdi and

The army of pianists has sent its 
first forerunner and those who wait 
for this form of entertainer can now 
safely say that their musical season 
has begun. M. Fabian, a new- 
comer—a San Fraaciscan by birth and 
a German by education—gave the first 
piano recital of the winter on Thurs- 
day evening. and a capital recital it 
was, too. The programme was varied 
and short, and to the customary Bach, 
Beetheven, Chopin and Liszt, were 
added a walzer of Raffff's, a stately 
rondo of Field's and two cbarming 
numbers from Grieg’s portfolio. Mr. 
Fablan's forte is forte. His wrists are 
strong and his fingers still stronger. 
In the “Erl King.“ with which he 
brought his recital to a close, and in 
a. Polonaise of Chopin's he exhibited a 
tremetidous digital power. In the Pol- 
onaise (Opus 53.) the crescendo was 
most effectively worked up. In the 
other Chopin numbers he was. not so 
much at home, although the D-major 
Eccosais was played with such a sur- 
prisingly light and dainty touch that 
it was redemanded. I confess to such 
a strong prejudice in favor of De 
Pachmann’s Chopin, that 1 miss even 
his mannerisms in any one else. Mr. 
Fabian is poetic in neither his looks 
nor his playing. He is a straightfor- 
ward business-like pianist, who com- 
mands respect rather than wins by any 
charm of personality. You feel per- 
fectly sure of him and confidently ex- 
pect correct and careful interpreia- 
tion, and wher it comes to the pia- 


‘nistic whirlwinds of Liszt or the broad, 


noble thoughts of Beethoven, he is a 
most capable and delightful interpreter. 
And herein is shev his training. For 
he has studied with the two titan 
Rubinstein and Liszt—and has gone 
through Beethoven programmes with 
the greatest Beethoven authority—Von 
Bulow. But to Hsten to Chopin in a 
mootlit chamber I should choose some 
other executant.

But even the practically instantane- 
ous record made by an electric recorder 
Ms not swift enough in itself. Elec- 
tricity has to be helped with ingenious 
means. The wires that are scattered 
long the range do not lead to an in- 
strument that makes a record on paper. 
That would be far too slow. They lead 
to the queer apparatus of polished steel 
that has been mentioned as being 
able to record inconceivable fractions 
of seconds. It is known as the Sieber 
velocimeter. Its noticeable feature is 
a chunky, beautifully-polished cylin- 
der of steel, a few inches long. It has 
one sharply-pointed end. By this end, 
which is magnetic, it just hangs to an 
upper supporting arm. When the shot 
breaks the first wire it in turn breaks 
the electro-magnet that holds the steel 
bar and down it falis. It has only a 
few inches to drop. Yet before it 
falis that short distance the projectile 
has s through framework after 
framework. As the successive wires 
break, successive circuits are broken, 
and tiny sharp gravers shoot out from 
the sides of the instrument and strike 
that falling bar. Each graver marks 
it, and by the time the shot has struck 
ite mark the little steel cylindef just 
about reaches the end of its drop. Now, 
knowing to the t ndth part of a 


nance expert can calculate the swift- 
ness of the projectile by measuring the 
distances between the marks scratched 
on the cylinder by the gravers. 

To measure the recoil another simple 
method is used. One end of a long, 
thin strip of steel, with its face smoked 
te a uniform blackness, ts fastened to 
the carriage of the gun. Near the muz. 
dle end of the cannon is an apparatus 
with a tuning fork so arranged that 
a little spur on ope of its jaws just 
touches the face of the blackened face 
of the steel band. When ali is ready 
for firing, this tuning fork is set to vi- 
brating by an electrical instrument 
that makes it vibrate exactly one thou- 
sand times a second, without varying 
by a single vibration. ‘When the can- 
non is discharged the recoil naturally 
jerks the steel band backward, and the 
little spur on the fork makes a long, 
waving line on the steel. The band is 
dipped in a solution that fixes the 
record so it will not rub off. Knowin 

just how far the gun recoiled, a mat- 
ter that is, of course, measured easily, 
it is merely a question of counting the 
waves marked on the steel to deter- 
mine how many thousandth parts of a 
second it required for the weapon to 
complete this distance. And by know- 
ing the velocity of recoll, it is possible 
calculating the entire weight of the 
Kun and carriage, to find out how great 
was the force of recoil in pounds, 
which is a most important factor in

Foreign mili- 
tary men consider the proving grounds 
on Sandy Hook as one of the most

If a type gun doesn't develop a fever- 
ish pulse before its test is ended, and if 
it is accepted finally, more guns of the 
same pattern are ordered. An army 
officer superintends every step of their 
manufacture and sees that each is 
made exactly like the gun that was 
tested. As each is finished it is sent to 
Sandy Hook to be proved. Five shots 
are fired from it under service condi- 
tions, and if it acts correctly it is sent 
on to a coast fortification. Not a single 
gun is mounted today in a fort unless 
it has been through the hands of the 
proving-ground officers. 

Testing and proving guns is not war, 
but it has many of the beauties of war. 

n the long line of beautiful weapons 
ooking. out to sea over the miles of 
beach that are holy for the purpose. 
and on which no man is allowed to set 
foot. there hardiy is one that could 
not tell a story of narrowly averted 
death—premature discharge due to 
causes which no human skill or cau- 
tion c8uld prevent—a bursting of a 
breech-block. the yielding of a vent- 

ug, the unaccountable ricochetting 

a projectile. 

Congress often kindly dids in making 
Sandy Hook unpleasant. It is common 
for ah inventor to get a bill through 
ordering the War Department to test 
his weapon or his explosive, for the 
testing and proving grounds are for 
trying projectiles, shells and en- 
plosives as well as guns. Time and 
again explosives or weapons have ar- 
rived at the Hook that were so bizarre 
and evidentiy more dangerous to the 

r than they ever would be to 
the enemy, that the officers in charge 
declined to risk the lives of their sol- 
diers by .assigning any of them to 
the work of firing them. Not that 
the officers refused to test them. They 
sent the soldiers to a safe distance and 
did the work themselves. 

Eight years ago a young lieutenant, 
one of the most promising men in the 
Ordnance Department, was assigned to 
the duty of testing a neu shell. He 
examined it and found that it was 
highly dangerous even to handle the 
thing. But he made no objection. He 
simply ordered one of his men to get 
a wheelbarrow. Then he sent the men 
away on some trifling duty and wheeled 
the wicked thing a mile down the 
beach. There he made the test. He 
was not reckless and he tock all the 
precautions possible. But despite his 
care the shell exploded and mangled 
his face, besides injuring his eyes 80 
badly that for many months it was 
doubtful if he would recover his sight. 

Another inventor a few years ago in- 
vented a unique cast-iron cannon of 
frightful caliber, with an equally 
Unique shell to carry an equally 
unique bursting charge. He went to 
the Hook to witness the tests. and 
when he saw that the officers were 
taking unusual precautions, he became 
grieved and then indignant, and finally 
made slurring remarks about the con- 
spicuous amount of bravery that the 
soldiers did not have. Thereupon the 
omoer in charge said to him: “This 


ing to do it fairly, as you can see. 
But we know that they are all ex- 
tremely likely to burst and kill some 
one. It is our duty to guard our men. 
That we are going to do. When the 
gun is loaded, we shall remain near 
it to fire it and observe it. You have 
not only the privilege of retiring be- 
hind the bomb proof, but probably we 
shall insist on your doing so. Or would 
you prefer to sit on top of your gun?” 

The inventor decided not to sit on 
his gun. Indeed, when the word was 
given that all was ready, he was one 
of the first behind the bomb proof. It 
Was just as well. In a fraction of a 
time after the firing button was pressed 
there was no gun. The explosive had 
burst in the shell, the shell had burst 
in the gun and the nh was in pieces. 
Luckily its construction was so weak 
that it did not scatter with the deadly 
results that might have been expected. 
Otherwise, not an officer would have 
esca 
There is a gun lying in a prominent 
part of the ordnance graveyard on the 
Hook. That is, at firet sight it appears 
to be a gun. On examination it turns 
out to be a beautifully built-up piece 
of iron mosaic work. That was a patent 
gun. The first shot fired from it broke 
into so many little pieces that the au- 
thorities had them all collected and put 
together again for a relic. Some of the 
fragments were found miles away. 
Hardly one of them is larger than a 
man's hand. 

A famous corpse in the gravevard is 
the multi-charge gun. In its time it 
was far more famous than any of the 
late patent ‘guns for firing high explo- 
sives. It made heart-burnings in Con- 
gress. and there were many kindly and 
pleasing remarks about the obstinacy 
and hide-bound idiocy and old fogey- 
ism of the Ordnance Department, be- 
cause it persisted in reporting to Con- 
gress that the multi-charge gun was no 

. But the inventor of the gun had 
a pull besides his genius for ¢un- 
making, so he got an appropriation and 
built his terrible engine of war, It was 
like an ordinary cannon from the mus- 
zie to about half way to the breech. 
But there it swelled out into wonderful 
and hideous protuberances. Each of 
these protuberances was designed to 
hold an enormous charge of powder. 
The idea of the maker was that the 
first charge of powder would ignite the 
second and the second the third and so 
on, and that all these charges combined 
would drive the projectile with fright- 
ful force. The multi-charge gun was 
fired just once. Perhaps it cannot be 
said truthfully that it ever was fired 
even once, for the first charge of pow- 
der in the first chamber wrecked it be- 
fore the rest had even become ignited. 

There are all kinds of pleasant occu- 
pations on Sandy Hook besides firing 
guns. You meet a man casually. He 
is carrying a large glass jar with some. 
thing that looks like water in it. He 
is merely an expert carrying a new 
explosive that he must test. There is a 
great line of romantic and mighty gran- 
ite walls. partly in ruins, just behind the 
proving grounds. ey are the remains 
of a great fortification begun by the 

overnment in the Civil War and aban- 

ned when stonework no longer was 
useful for forts. In the deep casemates 
are stored tons of powder of all kinds. 
Red tape forbids the destruction of 
powder sent to the Hook to be tested. 
And as half a ton generally is the min- 
imum quantity that the self-respect 
of the ordinary inventor permits to 
dream of sending, there is enough 
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plejack industry on that planet with 
celerity. 

If the visitor happens to see a man 
bending over a little round stove in 
the open air and watching a frying 
pan fondly, it is not well to rush up 
to him in the hope of finding him in 
the act of frying country sausage. He 
is trying smokeless powder to see how 
it acts. Frying smokeless: powder is 
not a profession that makes the chef a 
favorable subject for a life-insurance 
company, but there are many n on 
the Hook who are proficient in that 
form of cookery. Smokeless powder 
comes in nice, soft-colored black cubes, 
generally about the size of dice. It 
cuts nicely with a knife, and when it 
burns it does so slowly and like resin. 
When it explodes it do so a little bit 
less slowly, something like lightning. 
Not everybody would find his ideal of 
life in poking a thermometer inte a 
pan full of it. 

Even when the gun holds t her all 
right, and the powder explodes all 
right, and the projectile starts away all 
right, the gentle modes of diversion on 
the Hook have not reached an entirely 
hopeless end. All sorts of things may 
happen when the projectile hits the tar- 


backing of great timbers, and tons of 
sand are heaped behind it. The plate 
is made by persons who are interested 
in making armor for battleships that 
no projectile can pierce, The gun and 
the powder and the projectile are made 
by other persons, who are devoted to 
the task of knocking any known steel 
plate into little, little bits. This makes 
a meeting of piate and projectile truly 
interesting, and aften heated. The 
projectile need not be loaded with a 
bursting charge to make its attack on 
the plate resemble a dynamite explo- 
sion. You couldn't expect to slam a 
locomotive at full speed into a steel 
plate without seeing things Hy, and a 
locomotive at full speed wouldn't even 
have time to wheege once in the time 
it takes a projectile to go ten miles. 
There was a twelve-inch steel plate 
once. Was is used because this arti- 
cle aims at fidelity to fact, and the 
present tense could be used in refer- 
ence to that steel plate only just before 
the firing button was pressed. It was 
a twelve-inch solid steel projectNe from 
the twelve-inch gun that was pounded 
into it from a distance of 5000 yards. 
There was a burst of fire and a cloud 
of smoke from the gun, and simulta- 
neously a burst of something where the 
plate had been. If the air did not 
really and truly turn black for a fleet- 
ing moment, the eyes of all observers 
lied. And then things began to rain 
down from the sky. Some of the things 
came down like real .rain--fine and 
plentiful. That was sand. Others of 
the things came hurtling and made 
cover agreeable. That was kindling 
wood. Others of the things came with 
a roar and a scream and a whir anda 
bang. That was steel. And then it 
stopped raining. And then somebody 
‘shouted Look! Away in the sky was 
a black speck, It was as big as a dime. 
It was as big asa bird. It was as great 
as a tumbling safe. It was a huge 
thing, blotting out the sky. It hit the 
beach, and a fountain of sand went up 
many hundreds of feet and some 
inches. Five hours of hard digging un- 
covered it. It was a dainty bit of the 
twelve-inch steel plate, weighing about 
four thousand pounds, enough to cause 
comment had it fallen on a tender toe.

George Harker was a mining engt- 
neer, mineralogist. chemist and assayer, 
whose experience and skill were recog- 
nized on two continents, and the fame 
of his mining partner was only second 
to his own. Each in his turn and jointly 
had experted mammoth mining propo- 
sitions for the Rothschilds syndicate of 
London, for George Roberts of New 
York and other heavy operators, and 
upon a favoravie report from either 
title usually passed.

Two elements of the local com- 
munity fafled to profit from the 
phenomenal rise in the stock. The one 
did not have the price, the other em- 
braced only Harker & Lacour. These 
two gentlemen, haunted by fears 
damaging disclosures, had stood aloof 
until, the danger menacing their repu- 
almost out of ht. Overstocked with 
that conservatism characteristic of 
their profession, they were unabie to 
ses how the properties could ever be 
made to yield the figure at which the 
mine was selling on the market. They 
were piqued over their original stupid- 
ity in buying, and their later and 
more foolish haste in selling.

Throughout the prolonged labor 
strike of the autumn following, with its 
accompaniments of riot and bloodshed, 
of arson and assassination and the 
frenzy of unrestrained passion, none 
were more conspicuous in the ranks of 
the law-and-order party than were 
George Harker and Frank Lacour. 
They had passed through just such 
ordeals in other mining camps,. and 
their experience with the turbulent ele- 
ments proved invaluable in the emer- 
gency. The petitions and memorials to 
the Governor pleading for State aid 
were framed in their office, by comm 
consent made headquarters of the 
Committee of Safety: the news that 
went out to the world over Associated 
Press wires from day to day of the 
progress of events and the culmination 
of policies had its inspiration in the 
same source; all information given to 
the local papers was first censored by 
Harker & Lacour; the little army of 
detectives the service of the State 
and the citizen organization reported 
directly to them. While discreetly de- 
clining to accept commissions in the 
militia, they nevertheless were the 
power behind the commanding officer, 
and wielded it throughout the reign of 
terror with the skill and the nerve and 
the courage of a Robespierre, a Dan- 
ton, or a Murat. The terrific strain 
they were under during those weeks 
and months of frightful tension may 
not even be imagined, for they were 
living a double life and playing a dual 
role for desperate stakes, each succeed- 
ing step in the tragedy only adding to 
their discomfiture. The strike of the 
employés of the Ute Hill Consolidated, 
which had been precipitated by their 
direct agency, through the medium of 
agitators in their secret employ, had 
extended to every mine in the camp, 
and was now wholly beyond control. 
They had confidently hoped to confine 
it to that property, but it spread Hike 
wildfire, and by the introduction of vio- 
lence had not only jeopardized property 
in all directions, but placed in peril 
every citizen's life. The market quo- 
tation of Ute Hill Consolidated stock, 
Instead of falling the-neoaess of 
the strike} as they had contidently ex- 
petted, steadily rose until, on the day 
following the burning of the shafthouse 
and the receipt in New York of reports 
that the underground workings were 
on re, it for the first time in its his- 
tory touched par! Their hopes in this 
direction absolutely crushed, Harker 
& Lacour were also harassed with a 
fear that some untoward event, in the 
gathering hurricane they had sum- 
moned, would disclose the disreputable 
part they were playing. Human’ pas- 
sion was so aroused and intensified by 
the tragic events daily occurring that 
they knew not what hour their hire- 
lings on the other side would uncover 
the desperate plot and expose them to 
the fury of both contending elements. 
Neither ef the men was lacking In per- 
sonal cgurage. Both had enlisted as 
privates in a local company proud of 
the title of Stockton Tigers, and never 
once sought to shirk the daily routine 
of the march, therskirmish drill, the 
night watch or the bivouvac. Lacour. 
tallest man in the command, was on 
the extreme right in the company for- 
mation, Harker's diminutive stature 
consigning him to the extreme left. It 
is not too much to say that the bear- 
ing and esprit of these two men had a 
distinct effect upon the reserve cour- 
age and fortitude of the entire linc. 
The town was divided into two hostile 
camps, both fully organized and armed, 
and thus for weeks confronted each 
other, while the leaders parleyed and 
with more or less earnestness and 
good faith sought a peaceful solution. 
The Committee of Saféty finally decided 
upon a demonstration. It was thought 
that a show of strength and resources 
would have a moral effect upon the 
strikers, and possibly 
them ofthe hopelessness of 
struggle. On the other hand, 
miners, 
not £0 well equipped, also 
determined to show their strength, and 
each having announced a parade on the 
same day and through the same streets, 
a conflict seemed inevitable, although 
each gave it out that it was to be a 
peaceful demonstration. The main 
street, as far as the eye could see, was 
filled with the advancing columns, 
marching company front to the strains 
of martial music. Each carried ban- 
ners bearing mottoes born of the con- 
flict. Every face wore an expressicn 
of dogged determination. The men 
looked neither to the right nor to the 
left, though the sidewalks on either 
side were thronged with solid masses 
of humanity, popular sympathy ob- 
viously divided between the contending 
factions. Not a shout or cheer was 
heard; there was no sound but the 
drum beats and the dull tread of hu- 
man feet on the paved streets. The 
head of each column met in front of 
the eperahouse. One passed up on the 
right, the other marched to the left. 
The well-known figure of Stockton ap- 
peared on the balcony, and by common 
consent, but without command, both 
lines came toa halt. In a voice easily 
heard blocks away, Stockton began the 
reading of a proclamation, prepared by 
the Committee of Safety, notifying the 
strikers.that, since they would not 
agree to return to their work, others 
were to be brought in to fill their 
places, and that every man would be 
held responsible with his life for the 
safety of the men imported. Stockton 
supplemented the proclamation with a 
characteristic speech, to the effect that 
the problems at issue were narrowed 
down to the one question, as to Whether 
he and the people he represented, 
principal owners of the mines, the 
smelters and the town, were to hand 
over their property to a mob and leave 
the place, or remain and try the issue, 
and that he and his people had decided 
to stay! 

But for the accidental discharge of a 
gun at that moment, in the midst of a 
crowd of onlookers on an abutting

fected in their drill, dropped to their 
knees in the street and poured an en- 
filading fire into the ranks of the strik- 
ers. The volley was quickly returned 
by the sturdy miners, and with fright- 
ful effect, but soon all order and dis- 
cipline were dissipated, in the difficulty 
of maneuvering in a street filled to the 
curb with armed men and non- 
combatants of both sexes, and the 
melée resolved itself into a hand-to- 
hand encounter, in which it became dif- 
ficult to distinguish friend from foe. 
The casualties were numerous, and, 
as might have been expected, num- 
bered both Harker and Lacour among 
the victims. Incensed by the perfidy 
af these men, in taking up arms against 
a movement they had themselves in- 
augurated, it was but natural that 


their creatures in the ranks of the 


strikers should single them out for a 
visitation of merited vengeance. La- 
cour fell with a mortal wound at the 
first volley, and died an hour later. 
Harker suffered a shattered shoulder 
and subsequently submitted to ampu- 
tation. He lost no time in clesing up 
his affairs, after the strike, and in get- 
ting out of the country. The last 
heard of him he was operating in Kaf- 
firs on the London market, and when 
recognized and asked what he was do- 
ing, laconically replied: “I am selling 
something I haven't got, to men who 
don't want it.“ The secret of his con- 
nection with the great labor strike of 
8% came out at a later period, and suf- 
ficiently explained his preference for 
life abroad.

Scientist Says That the Swarm Ex- 
pected Last Year Should Have Been 
Predicted for This. 


{Letter to the Scientific American:] 
wonderful display, which startled 

the northern hemisphere in the month 
of November of the years 1799, 1833 and 
1867, was announced by some English 
astronomers as due to appear in No- 
vember, 1899. But the watchers were 
disappointed; and the cause assigned 
for this disappointment was that the 
swarm of meteors from which ‘the 
shower falls had been eihter diverted 
from its usual source, or had been 
wholly scattered by the influence of 
some of the large planets. The prob- 
ability is, however, that we shali be- 
hold this grand display again, about 
November 15, 1901. One of gur leading 
astronomical publications, referring to 
this subject, uses the following lan- 


guage: 

“Some astronomers have expressed 
opinions with more or less assurance 
that the path of the Leonid streams of 
meteors has been s0 changed that we 
may no longer hope for such grand 
showers as were seen in 1864, and not- 
ably in 1833. Although no remarkable 
shower is reported as seen anywhere 
in 1900, it is evident that the stream 
of Leonids has not been diverted from 
its former course far enough to miss 
the earth; considerable numbers of 
the Leonids having been seen at va- 
rious points on the night of November 


15, 1900. 

The explanation of the mistaken pre- 
diction is to be found in the hasty 
and careless examination made of the 
records of past appearances ob these 
meteors, and which ended in the deduc- 
tion of a period of thirty-three and a 
quarter years. Prof. McClune of Phila- 
delphia, however, with Prof. Herrick of 
Yale, and a few others, correctly esti- 
mated the pericd in 1867, putting it at 
54 years and 1 day, or to be more ac- 
curate, 12,419 days. Thus, the first re- 
corded shower was witnessed on the 
night of November 11-12, 1788: the next 
on that of November 12-13, 1833: the 
following one occurring on November 
13-14, 1867; so that the next becomes 
due on the night of November 14-15, 


1901 — In a few" Weeks hence. 
It has been found that this stream 
of meteors takes three years to pass 


‘the point where the earth meets it in 


each November of those three years 
to plunge through it in five or six 
hours. The first year of these encoun- 
ters the head of the stream is met, 
where the swarm is thin and the dis- 
play consequently not so great as that 
of the second year when the earth 
goes through the dense portion, to be 
followed in the third year by a still 
lighter shower. The records show that 
the displays of the first year have 
been visible in the Eastern Hemisphere, 
but not on this continent, whereas the 
reverse has been the case with those 
of the second years—ocor the great ghow- 
ers, so called, As the display the 
first year, 1866 series, was quite -bril- 
liant.—seen only, however, in the Old 
World—the thirty-three years that had 
elapsed from the grand shower of 1833 
seem to have, been taken as the period 
of return; and this no doubt led te the 
mistaken prediction which assigned 
1899 for the reappearance of this mag- 
nificent sight. But the shower of 1867 
was by far the grandest of that time, 
or rather series. And reckoning from 
the previous corresponding display, 
1833, the period was exactly thirty-four 
years and one day, as stated already. 
The same reckoning holds good in the 
preceding cases. 


Flood Waters on Small Streams. 


The growing demand for water- 
power in all parts of the country and 
for information of all kinds bearing 
upon the subject has recently led the 
United States Geological Survey, 
through its Division of Hydrography, 
to make a collection of facts and data 
from widely different sources regard- 
ing maximum and unusual floods, par- 
ticularly in the smaller streams. This 
information is more and more needed 
by engineers to assist them in the con- 
structons of such portions of their 
works as would be seriously affected 
by a sudden rusb of freshet water. 

It is interesting to note the new posi- 
tion which the small streams are as- 
suming in economic importance for 
waterpower and supply, and the grow. 
ing interest with which they are be- 
ing regarded. They are worthy the 
careful study which the survey is giv- 
ing them.—[United States Geological 
Survey Bulletin.

| ALIFORNIA is, without doubt, the grandest com- 
4 monwealth in our great sisterhood of States. Vast 

~ in extent, with a magnificence of scenery that can- 
not be surpassed, with seven hundred miles of seacoast, | 

washed by the waters of the same mizhty ocean that 
clasps them and the far shores of Cathay alike, she

EDUCATING INFLUENCES. 

HE dark event which has been engrossing national 

thought calls more special attention to rome of the 

conclusions reached by this year’s meeting of the 
Congress of Criminal Anthropology, which convened at 
Amsterdam. The French government considered the 
assembly of sufficient importante to warrant sending 
four official delegates. The Italian schoo] of Lombroso, 
as the public is aware, was represented by a member 
of Parliament for Mantua. The essential conclusion of 
the assembly seemed to be that the heredity or organic 
disposition with which one is born may be radically 
changed by association and education. M. Louis Albanel, 
examining judge in the Paris courts, who has devoted 
his life to the study and amelioration of the condition 
of young criminals, advanced many suggestive theories. 
Among them it was said that children prone to legal 
offense should be examined by competent physicians, 
and “degenerates” should be placed in institutions of 
educating and moral influence, where, by persistent, 
compassionate environment, their condition might be 
improved, The next Congress was announced to be held 
in 1906 in Turin, which has been called “the mother 
city of criminal anthropolgy.“ 

It has been stated in the estimates of culpability that 
the most. case-hardened inmates of prisons, in a large 
proportion, have been habituated in youth to the use of 
weapons of attack on our harmless and defenseless 
friends of the wood and field, and later years have dem- 
onstrated these early impressions in acts of violence and 
deeds of crime. The ideals of youth become so vitiated 
that the sacredness of life is forgotten and the pathos 
of suffering and death make no appeal to the heart. 

If it be true that a professor of sociology in a leading 
American college advocates the killing off of the weak 
of society, and the youth of the country are being 
taught such pernicious doctrines, it would be better were 
we to have no sociology taught. Who is to decide as 
to weakness or strength? Not only should compassion 
be taught for all forms of human weakness and infirmity, 
but childhood should be early shown the strength that 
may exist in apparent weakness. An influence may reach 
out from a bed of pain, stronger than conquering arm- 
jes. That illustration is still fresh in the hearts of this 
bereaved people. 

The youth of clear vision should be led to discern the 
gifts and graces of multiform existence. Many illu- 
minating chapters are apparent in the psychological 
study of the dimly-understood lives of forest and field, 
of which Francis Alexander said long ago: 

“The beast and bird have seen and heard 
That which man knoweth not.” 

The guardianship of these lives has a double value, 
that of forming humane character, and protecting harm- 
less happiness. | 

The barbarism which destroys bird life for decorative 
vanity should be recognized among the gross forms of 
degeneration and violence. The slaughter of sea birds 
is destroying invaluable guides to marines. The bright 
squadrons of the pathless deep, with their signals of 
land and home, given by the Creator, have perished in 
vast numbers. The highest example for putting the 
young soul in generous touch and sympathy with the 
humane is the lesson that the fall of the sparrow is not 
unnoted by the Creator of the universe. 

The greatest present problem of this nation is that of 
making uscful men and women of its racial conglomer- 
ate, of whom a vast number are the unfortunates of tho 
great cities. | 

Ethical influences are unfolded by a reverent study 
of the book of nature.

QUEER FEATURES OF A NATIVE STATE IN JAVA 
wae AND ITS IMPERIAL RULER.

© AVE you ever heard of the Sultan of Solo? I don't 
mean the Sultan of Sulu. The latter is a little 6x9 
nabob in the lower part of the Philippine Islands. 
The Sultan of Solo is the greatest native ruler of Java. 
He mas millions of subjects in his own province of 
Soerkarta and the most of the 25,000,000 of Javanese

In Mindanao I saw hundreds of 
men and women who had their teeth hollow ground, just 
as though they had taken a rat-tail file and scooped out 
the front of their teeth. In Java the men sometimes file 
their teeth to a point, so that the upper and lower jaw 
each contain a ragged saw, the teeth of which fit into 
one another like a steel rat trap. The women file their 
teeth off straight, and sometimes cut them down at the 
sides so that they are almost square. They laugh at the 


| white teeth of the foreigners, and say that we have 
| teeth like dogs, for dogs have white teeth. They some- 


times file off or pull out the canine teeth because these 
teeth resemble dog teeth. A well-filed set of teeth is a 
girl’s badge of womanhood. It is her coming-out dress, 
as it were. After a girl’s teeth have been filed she is 
supposed to be ready for marriage, and the boys begin 
to make sheep's eyes at her. The filing is a painful 
ordeal, and it is not all done at once. When it is first 
begun it is in the presence of a family party, and a 
feast follows. After this the teeth are blackened with 
a mixture of soot and iron filings, which makes them 
shine like polished jet. 7

The veranda was filled with 
natives of various ranks. I made my way through the 
crowd and was admitted to the courtroom. The judge 
was a good-looking Hollander dressed in white duck; 
with a handsome young native in turban and sarong 
squatting on the floor near his feet. The native was the 
prosecutor and interpreter. As I waited a criminal was 
summoned. He was made to crawl in on his heels and 
he sat on his heels while he was cross-examined, the 
witnesses coming in and sitting on their heets“about 
him. | 

As far as I could see the Dutch judge did his best (o 
get at the truth. He was looked up to more as a father 
than a judge, and this is the relation that the govern- 
ment tries to maintain with the people. The cases were 
petty ones. No fine of more than $10 was imposed dur- 
ing my stay in the courtrcom, and some of the fines 
were but a few cents. One man had been out without 
a lantern. A jealous woman was arrested for an assault 
upon her lover, and a very pretty girl was sent to prison 
for petty larceny. I watched the clerks paying the wit- 
nesses. They ieceived 2 cents for each mile they had 
traveled in coring to the court and were paid in cop- 
pers. 
A Rich Nabob. 


The Sultan of Solo has a large revenue. Everything In 
the country nominally belongs to him. He owns all the 
lands and rents out a large part of them to foreign 
planters. He receives 125,000 guldens a month from thr 


waxed parts of the pattern, so that it must be carefully 
put on. Some of the designs require weeks and months 
to complete, and the skirts when finished are almost as 
costly as an American gown. The strip of cotton in 
the beginning is perhaps worth 20 cents, but in the hands 
of a fine artist it may be so printed that it becomes 
worth $30 or more. The commoner designs sell for $2 
or $3, but there are many which are very expensive. 

The work is very hard on the eyes, and I noticed that 
many of the women had on speciaciles. Some of these 
sarongs are printed by machinery, but the hand-made 
ones are more beautiful and are in great demand. There 
are streets in the bazaars which sell nothing else. Those 
worn by the men are much the same as those of the 


women, and there are millions of such skirts sold every 
year. 


In a Javenese Court. 


The Sultan of Solo controls al! executions and to a 
large extent all the punishments of his people. : 
trol, however, is more nominal than real. There is a 
Dutch resident Governor here who tells His Majesty 
how he should act, and the Duteh really run all the 
courts and impose the fines.

He 
has a troop of thirty cavalry of Dutch soldiers, which 
always forms his escort, and which would in case of 
trouble with the Dutch, promptly capture him and take 
him prisoner, for they are really the servants of the 
Dutch. 

The Sultan has vast treasures in gold and jewels. His 
women are gorgeous in silver and gold, and the princes 
and princesses wear diamonds galore. He has his own 
zoélogical garden and his stables contain the finest of 
horses. | 
The Lands of the Native States. 

The States of Djokja and Solo are in the richest pan 
of Java and they practically belong to their sultans, 
The Sultan of Djokja gets 20,000 gulden a month in 
money rents. He leases his lands out to fort.gners on 
twenty-year leases. The same is done with the Sultan 
of Solo. In these leases the sultans engage that the 
natives of the vicinity shall work for the planters one 
day a week without pay. This is on condition that the 
rice lands, consisting of half the rented estates, shall 
belong to them. According to custom half the land shall 
be planted in sugar and half in rice and native food 
crops. These crops are alternated every year, so that 
there is a rotation of crops, which is best for both 
planter and native. The contractor knows that he is 
to get but half the land at one time and the rent is ar- 
ranged accordingly. The people work the lands as vil- 
lages and communities, dividing the crops. While cul- 
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tivating the rice they have their own head men, but on

The official 
was in his bare feet and the contrast between his gor- 
geous retinue and his own slovenly appearance was 
striking. 
The People are Poor. 

it is a striking commentary on the excellence of the 
Dutch rule in Java that the natives of the two States 
ruled by sultans are much poorer than those of the 
States governed almost entirely by the Dutch. The most 
»f the people here dress in blue cotton. They are so poor 
‘hey cannot wear the beautiful printed goods they make, 
although their manufactures are sold in the other States. 

Indeed, the women of the lower classes are very beasts 
of burden. I see them everywhere walking along un- 
jer heavy loads. They carry fruits and vegetables to 
‘market on their backs and on poles over their shoulders. 
They work in the fields and they are the porters of the 
narkets. The women do the most of the selling in the 
narkets. They peddle about all kinds of wares and have 
neat shops, dry goods stores, basket stores and vege- 
able booths. The druggists are females, the jewelers 
ire females and, in fact, the most of the business seems 
o be done by women. Just outside the palace city in 
Ojokjakarta there are a score or more booths where 
women are selling jewelry and powder and paint to the 
women and others who go in and out of the palace. 
They sell also costly sarongs and other articles. I tried 
0 buy a few specimens as curios, but found that the 
women were entirely too shrewd as traders for my lim- 
ted purse, 


im the Solo Markets. | oe 


The women are equally shrewd here at Solo. There 
are thousands of them doing business in the markets. 
These consist of vast sheds divided up into booths and 
open courts eovered with great umbrellas made of 
palm leaves with long handles driven down into the 
Fround. Every market woman carries her umbrella to 
the spot she has rented and plants it. She then spreads 
straw mats about it, and arranges her wares upon them 
leaving space enough for herself to squat among them 
*ross-legged. The umbrella shades her, and it is made 
0 that it can be inclined to face the sun. There are 
zundreds of such umbrellas in the market place. 

Stroll with me through the great court and take a 
look at them. We are in a field which seems to be 
trowing umbrellas, and under each umbrella is a black- 
aaired, yellow-faced woman, surrounded. by piles of 
various articles. Here is one squatting down among

is one selling tobacco, and farther on is one who has 
nothing but corn husks to be used for cigarette paper. 
On the opposite side of me is a girl selling tea. Her 
stock is piled up on a mat on the ground in front of her 
and she is measuring it out with a little cocoanut shell.

A Land of Fruits. 


What a lot of fruit peddlers there are everywhere.

HE most important recent event in the religious 
T circles of America is the publication of “The Amer- 


ican Standard Bible,“ by Thomas Nelson & Sons of | 


New York. 

In February, 1870, the Convocation of the Province of 
Canterbury, a deliberative body of the Church of Eng- 
land, adopted resolutions providing for the appointment 
of a committee to take in hand the revision of the 
Authorized Version of the Bible, and the work which 
resulted in the now-celebrated “Revised Version,” was 
begun in June of that same year After the work had 
procecded for some time it seemed to the English re- 


visers that it would be desirable from the point of view 


of scholarship as well as that of business to have the as- 
sistance of American scholars in their work. Accord- 
ingly, an invitation was extended to certain well-known 
scholars in America to coéperate with the Old and the 
New Testament companies in England. 

Owing, bowever, to the instructions under which the 
English committee was operating, it was impossible to 
give the American revisers more than an advisory share 
in the proceedings. It was agreed that the first revision

The Revised Version of the New Testament was issued 
from the Oxford and Camrbidge presses in 1881 and the 
Revised Old Testament in 1884. On the expiration of the 
fourteen years after the publication of the whole Bible, 
the University presses of England issued a version based 
on the preferences of the American scholars as expressed 
in the appendixes, but this pretended American Bible is 
valueless and its circulation misleading. The important 
fact in the case is that the American revisers did not 
disband after the completion of the English revision, but 
retained their organization and continued to meet at in- 
tervals for further study of many problems which in 
their minds were only tentatively settled. The result 
is that they have revised their own revision. Some of 
the changes they advocated twenty years ago they do 
not advocate now, other changes they would make which 
they did not advocate then, while all their decisions have 
bad the benefit of careful and mature deliberation. The 
Standard American Edition of the Revised Version is 
thus the result practically of thirty years of work by 
the best scholars of England and America, and it is safe 
to say is the best Bible in points of accuracy, clearness 
and readableness in the English language. 

The American revisers were in general less conserva- 
tive than the English scholars. It was their desire to 
render the meaning of the Greek and Hebrew text into 
good modern English, while the English revisers voted 


for the retention of even archaic expressions and obso- | 


lete words, feeling that to disturb the language unneces- 
sarily would be to lessen the attachment of the people 
for the Bible. in the preface to the Old Testament they 
make this statement: “In regard to the 
language of the Authorized Version, the revisers have 
thought it no part of their duty to reduce it to con- 
formity with modern usage, and have therefore left un- 
touched all archaisms whether of language or construc- 
tion which, though not in familiar use, cause a reader 
no embarrassment and lead to no misunderstanding. 
They are aware that in so doing they will disappoint the 
large English-speaking race on the other side of the 
Atlantic, and it is a question upon which they are pre- 
pared to agree to a friendly difference of opinion.” The

WHITE HOUSE DINNERS. 


WHAT THEY COST AND HOW MARKET- 
ING IS DONE FOR THEM. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


ASHINGTON (D. c.) Oct. 28.— President Roose- 
W velt will probably go down in history as the din- 
ner-giving President, a dubbing .always applied 
to Arthur since that genial New Yorker succeeded Mr. 


Garfield. It is announced that respect for the nation's 
last martyr forbids the usual White House levees for 
the coming social season, and that a long series of quiet 
dinners will be substituted. Moreover, the new Presi- 
dent has inaugurated the fad of carrying the helm of 
state with him to table—of combining the convivial and 
il boards.

White House entertainment. Each of the three state 
dinners, given each year, during recent administrations, 
to the Cabinet, diplomatic corps and judiciary, have cost 
anywhere from 8500 to $1000 apiece, according to the 
number of guests. Mr. McKinley's private dinners are 
said to have cost him $26 apiece, although his family 
numbered but two.

When a President gives a dinner he calls in two func- 
ios The first of these is Assistant Secretary 
Pruden, who seats the guests, filling out a printed dia- 
gram of the table with names taken from a list furnished 
by his chief. Mr. Pruden is said to be the only man in 
Washington who can seat fifty high functionaries at the 
same board without brewing a free fight and a foot race 
over the shallow honors of precedent. He arranges for 
each guest at the President's board a copy of the printed 
diagram aforementioned, checking thereupon the chair 
to be occupied and adding the name of the lady to be 

The White House steward is the next functionary to 
be consulted. The Chief Executive states to him the 
cost of the dinner, reckoning according to the official rank 
and grandeur of the selected guests. The steward must 
do his marketing within this limit. He hies himself to 
his cosy office in the basement of the Executive Man- 
sion, gives a signal by telephone and directly a Dayton 
wagon is driven to the west driveway.

The Servant Force. 


Mrs. Roosevelt is reported to have unearthed in the 
White House domestic force a knotty civil-service prob- 
lem for her husband to solve. The stewards since many 
generations back have been allowed a considerable 
patronage and have selected most of the servants of the 
Presidential establishment. Directly under Sinclair is 
the housekeeper, Marie Barbery, a New York woman. 
She is nominally over the servant force, all negroes. It 
was recently announced on hearsay that Mrs. Roosevelt, 
after personally inspecting her domestic employés, had 
decided to substitute white servants for those of darker 
hue. This naturally created comment, inasmuch as the 
African race has since many years back come to regard 
itself as possessed of a mortgage on this part of execu- 
tive patronage. The President pays his chef and his 
coachman; all other White House servants have gen- 
erally been paid by Uncle Sam out of an annual appro- 
priation for labor in public buildings and grounds. 
Within the latter category have customarily been 
counted four colored men, receiving $2 a day. These 
have done the work of waiters and chambermaids, one 
having generally served as footman or groom when 
needed, In addition there have usually been carried on 
the White House domestic roll five colored women, paid 
$1 a day-a cook, assistant cook, scullion and two laun- 
dresses. Upon special occasions additional servants have 
always been called in as needed. It has become cus- 
tomary for Presidents to employ foreign chefs, but Pres- 
ident McKinley’s cook was a typical South Carolina 
“auntie,” named Benjamin, and only on special occasions 
the steward engaged a French chef from New Ybrk. One

The father of his country enforced economy at ‘his 
private board. It is related that once, when his steward 
set before him a tempting shad, he turned to that facte- 
tum and asked the price. “Three dollars, sir,“ replied 
the man. “Take it away, sir, take it away! said the 
first President, sternly. “It shall never be said that my 
table sets such an example of luxury and extravagance.” 
The luscious fish was thereupon carried to the servants’ 
board. Washington inaugurated the custom of giving 
state dinners and invited to them only persons of dis- 
tinction in the public service, or distinguished guests 


from the outside. On March 3, 1797, he gave a dinner to. 


President-elect and Mrs. Adams and thereby established 
a precedent followed by polite executives. |

Thomas Jefferson did much of his own marketing. He 
was a frequenter of the old Marsh Market, on the site 
of what is now the great Center Market. French cook- 
ery was the order of the day in the White House under 
his régime and at these gatherings he was not sparing 
with the best French wines. But a British critic once 
indulged in sarcasm at the expense of Jefferson’s hos- 
pitable board. Francis Jeffrey of the Edinburgh Re- 
view, visiting Washington, upon being asked of what 
choice food he had partaken at one of President Jeffer- 
son's dinners, replied: “Spoons of different patterns 
on the table; many spoons of different pattern.” 

William Henry Harrison was another President who 
marketed for himself. He employed no steward and 
bragged that he could perform such duties for himself. 
It is related that one morning, very early, when he went 
to market to purchase a milch cow, he discovered by the 
roadside a countrymatri who had a fine anſmal for sale. 
He soon made the bargain and directed that the ac- 
quisition should be immediately driven to the White 
House. The farmer agreed to drive the animal himself, 
and added that he would very much like to see the 
President. “What sort of a person is Old Tippecanoe?” 
he asked. “A very plain old codger,” the President re- 
plied, “and if you see him he will probably invite you 
to breakfast with him.” By the time the farmer arrived 
Gen. Harrison was ready to receive him and almost 
dumfounded the stranger by announcing himself as the 
master of the White House. The two breakfasted to- 
gether and the countryman never tired of relating the 
experience as long as he lived. : 

President Pierce is said to have “dined everybody” 
during his administration. Buchanan's sumptuous din- 
ners were prepared by a chef whom he brought from 
Baltimore. Grant's steward, ‘“Melah,” was beloved by 
diplomats, princes and distinguished Americans alike. 


Hayes was the most lavish diner of all Presidents prior 


to Arthur. One of his spreads cost $6000. But to Arthur 
has been awarded the title “prince of dinner givers.” 
His wines and liquors were the costliest to be had in 
the world. Mrs. Cleveland took cooking lessons from ‘a 
Virginia “auntie” employed by a neighbor, while she oc. 
cupied her summer mansion at Woodley. Harrison dis- 
pensed with the usual chef and engaged a caterer to 
serve his state dinners. While Mrs. McKinley was at 
the Atlanta Exposition an old colored woman forced her- 
self through the crowds and placed beneath the feet of 
the first lady of the land, seated at the time beside the 
President, in her carriage, a hot brick wrapped in a 
blanket. The old negress was immediately given em- 
ployment in the White House kitchen as a reward. for 
her thoughtfulness.

fiction. The sidereal chronometer, with its face marked 
for twenty-four hours, is the astronomer’s faithful com- 


} panion, for it records an unvarying epoch, and gives 


him a of measurement not otherwise obtain- 


lable. When well regulated, such a chronometer has a 


daily speed of gain or loss, called its “rate,” and 
133 once determined, gives the chronometer er- 
rer, which must be allowed for in the final deduction 
of the observations, The break-circuit phase of the in- 
strument is merely the adaptation of the mechanism. to 
recording by electricity the fractional second intervals 
upon a chronograph sheet, the current passing through 
the chronometer to the recording pen being broken at 
every second, at which time the pen makes a jagged 
break or mark in the regular line otherwise traced. The 
chronograph consists, primarily, of a cylinder, revolved 
by carefully-regulated weight-impelled clockwork, and 
so timed that the cylinder makes one or two revolutions 
a minute. On this cylinder is placed a sheet of record 
paper, ruled to represent minutes, seconds, and their 
fractions; and the line traced upon it by the recording 
pen tells, by the breaks in it, just when any event 
> was. recorded. The arbitrary marking of events other 
than that of the seconds, which is controlled by the 
break-circuit chronometer, is effected by the observer 
pressing a key, and, should his record and the sesond 
record coincide, the character of the doubly-affected 
mark tells the story. 


Demands Much Care. 


The transit instrument is the one demanding the 
nicest adujstment on the part of the observer, for if it 
be not in absolute meridian, perfectly level, and the 
upright lines on the field of observation not truly ver- 
tical, serious errors result in the observation. It has 
been found that a change of level amounting to an error 
of only .0002 inch produces an error of more than .1 
of a second in the deducted transit of a star near the 
zenith. Across the top of the transit instrument there 
is what is known as a striding level, which shows the 


| error, if any, of the transit's level; and the instrument 


is so arranged that the pivots of the supporting axis 
ean be changed by shifting the supporting Y's. When 
the telescope ig pointed generally north or in the 
meridian, this process reverses the eastern pivot to the 
position before held by the western pivot. This shows, 
upon reading the striding error, the error of each pivot. 
In taking a series of observations, half of the series 
will be taken with the pivots in their normal places and 
the other half with the pivots reversed. With the error 
known for each position, the error in reading the transit 
of the stars is checked. On the transparent diaphragm 
in the field of the telescope, there are marked thirteen 
vertical lines, eleven of which—with a time interval of 
2% seconds between them—are used for time observa- 
tions, the two others merely defining the field of obser- 
vation. In addition, there are two horizontal lines be- 
tween which the stars are held while making the ob- 
servation. 

The transit of a star over each one of the eleven lines 
is recorded by the observer that the chance of error 
common to one-line observation—plus or minus—may 
be reduced correctly by the mean of all. The choice of 
stars for observation is one of the niceties of the work. 
An observing “set” consists generally of ten stars, 
divided into half sets of five, and so chosen that the 
telescope of the transit may be reversed between each 
half, and the striding level frequently read. These 
stars include a slow-moving, eircumpolar star, by which 
the azimuth or east and west departure from the mer- 
idian may be checked, and four time stars, well up in

of the battery known as Baluarte del Plane, and the 
transit pier was placed on one of the gun platforms 
with which our feet had to reckon on that fateful first 
of May three years ago. Two stations will then be 
established, one to the east and one to the west of 
Manila, and the working of these will exemplify that 
of others established later on. The first care is to select 
a suitable site for the observatory, where a clear view 
of the heavens in the line of the meridian from zenith 
to as near the horizon as possible. Seclusion is sought 
to avoid annoyance from the curious, while it is well 
to get as near as possible to the telegraph Office. A 
meridian line is then laid out by compass, and the 
transit pier built of stone and cement. The instruments 
are then mounted, the batteries arranged, and the 


chronometer and chronograph connections made. The 


transit instrument is then carefully adjusted, and a 
wire run to the telegraph office. The same operations 
continue simultaneously at the other station. By the 
use of the Polaris and the transit of some circumpolar 
star, the instrument is set in meridian, while the chro- 
nometers are corrected for local time by observation of 


zenith stars. The chronometers taken from this coun- 


try are set to Washington sidereal time. In the nautical 
almanac, published by the Navy Department, are given 
the time and position in the sky for certain fixed stars 
to pass the meridian. Assuming no error in the transit 
instrument or the personal moment of observation, the 
difference in time between the transit of a given star 
as tabluated in the almanac and the time recorded by 
the chronometer at that moment gives the correction 
for the chronometer, and, incidentally, local time. The 
chronometer, after several observations of this sort, is 
absolutely brought to local time, plus or minus the daily 
“rate” of gain or loss common to the instrument, 


The Exchange of Signals. 
Now begins the exchange of signals between the two 
stations. As the operator presses the local key he sends 


a current to his own chronograph, which makes a record 
there of the time of that signal, and, incidentally, sends 


on over the wire between the stations the same signal 
to the chronograph there. The difference in time be- 


tween the recorded markings on each chronograph— 
compared later—is the actual time of transmission. This 
is negatived by the time taken for a return message or 


signal. An arbitrary number of these signals is sent | 


before and after each half-set to and from each station 
to give a constant for the retarding of transmission 
and a check upon chronometer “rates.” The telescope 
of the eastern station is brought into position for the 
first star, and the observer brings the star into the field 


between the two horizontal lines. As the star is bi- 


sected by the first line, he presses the key, and a record 
is made on his own chronograph and that at the other 
station. Ten other times this operation is repeated 
the succeeding vertical lines are passed. As the 

star clears the field, the operator telegraphs the 
and nearest minute at which the last transit took place. 
This, for the sake of accuracy, is repeated back by the 
western station—the same operation having preceded 
the transit of the first star. As the first star comes into 
the field of observation of the western observer, he’ goes 
through the operation pursued at the eastern station, 
and so continues until the half-set is completed. Per- 
haps, by this time the eastern observer is getting ready 


tor the last half-set, after having reversed his telescope 


in the Y's, as explained before. The formalities of the 
first half-set are repeated, and the same double record 
of each star made at the local and the distant station 
upon the chronographs. It sometimes happens that 
clouds prevent the complete observation of all five 
stars of each half-set at one station and not so at the 
other, no material setback is inourred, because of the 
average of the other stars being ample enough for ac- 
curacy. . 

Very Accurate Method. 


When allowance is made for constant and accidental 
errors, the corrected actual time of meridian transit 
of the stars at the two stations is obtained, and the 
difference between the times is the actual difference in 
longitude between the stations. The refinements of this 
process of determining longitude eliminate all errors 


to a degree practically impossible where the result 


comes of moon culminations, eclipses, occultations, and 
the transportation of chronometers. it may be asked 
why should such a method be better than observa- 
tion of large bodies like the sun and he sheet as 
the answer is, it is much easier to center a mere spot 
in the sky than it is to center the sun or the moon. 
the possible error of which is considerable, while the 
uniform motion of the stars is another advantage. 
Commander Norris expects to devote about two years 
to the work, and to cover the principal points in all 
the islands of the group. Outside of Manila and the 
other principal towns of the islands, the observing 
parties will have to live in tents and take their chances 
with native conditions. Fortunately, the chance of at- 
tack from beasts of prey is practically nil, a condition 
that didn’t prevail during a part of the territory covered 
by the expedition in Saigon, in 1881.

OLD WOODEN WATER PIPES HAVE JUST BEEN 
UNEARTHED IN PHILADELPHIA. 


{Philadelphia North American: ] 888 
conduits were laid in the streets of Philadelphia to pro- 
supply for the use of citizens and for fight- 
During the past fortnight workmen engaged 
in laying big iron mains in Market, Arch and other

From a Special Correspondent. 
ITY OF MEXICO, Oct. 28.—Next Saturday is “la 
b dia de los muertos,” the day of the dead, a day 
when the whole country from one end to the other 

puts on black and visits the cemeterics to mourn in 
concert the death of relatives and friends. In the cal- 
endar of the church it is All Souls’ day, but it is also 
one of the liveliest fiestas of the country, a time when 
there is more jollification and fun than at almost any

In this city the Spanish panteon contains the mauso- 
leums of the old and aristocratic families. It is the se- 
lect cemetery where the wealthy bury their dead. 
Dolores is the burying place of the people. The scenes 
at the two, though utterly dissimilar in detail, are still 
wonderfully alike. From early sunrise long processions 
can be seen making their way to each of these ceme- 
teries. But those who form these processions are the 
most opposite elements of the Mexican nation. Toward 
the Spanish panteon go the carriages of the wealthy, of 
the old aristocracy, of those who are proud of the Span- 
ish blood that flows in their veins. Toward Dolores, in 
street cars or on foot—there are very few carriages—go 
the people. 

With the aristocracy go a crowd of servants loaded 
down with candelabra, crosses, crucifixes and all the 
paraphernalia of the church. There are few of the old 
families which do not have private chapels in their 
homes, and there are few of the tombs but have altars 
built in them for use on this day. And for these services 
the decorations of the chapel are transported to the 
cemetery. So it is that in the long line of servants will 
be seen candelabra of solid silver so large and heavy 
that two men are needed to carry them, while an armed 
guard follows to prevent any possibility of robbery. Gold 
crosses and crucifixes are also there and all are put in 
place in the altars at the tombs.

It seems incredible, but it is true, and one who 
has stood at the gate of the cemetery and watched the 
long procession of servants bearing the ponderous gold 
and silver ornaments can begin to realize the immense 
sums of money which are invested in such possessions. 
Once at the cemetery and the altars of the tombs ar- 
ranged the services are quickly held. They are usually 
over by noon and then the procession of wealth-bearing 
servants again takes up its load and returns to the city. 
During the morning the Spanish cemetery is crowded. 
By afternoon it is practically deserted, only the more 
devout remaining to pray after the others have gone. 
But at Dolores the fiesta has only begun at noon. By 
that time the customary prayers have been said and the 
living, tired by the long trip, are ready to eat and enjoy 
themselves. Those who have brought their lunch sit 
down by the graves of the dead and feast. For those 
‘who have not, there are hundreds of booths at the en- 
trance of the cemetery, where all kinds of foods and 
candies can be bought. So, from the, earnest prayers of 
the morning the cemetery in the afternoon becomes the 
scene of feasting and jollification. Whole families, 
camped out in what shade they can find, treat them- 
selves to the delicacies which are reserved for this one 
day. Wines and liquors flow freely, and before the day 
has ended the intoxicants hae usually done their work 
and quarrels and fights are not infrequent. 

By the middle of the afternoon the more peaceful of 
the mourners have gone to their homes. But there are 
thousands left and they crowd around the booths 
gates, eating and drinking and determined to get all 
pleasure and excitement possible out of the fiesta.

But this disorder is limited to the very lowest classes. 
By all except them the day is observed in an orderly 
manner and though the mourning is performed in a very 
perfunctory way and the enjoyment of the fiesta is their 
chief object they behave themselves, as they always do. 

In the city the obscrvance of the day is a curious 
scene. There all the shops drape their windows in black. 
Mourning gowns, mourning hats and veils are displayed 
with great wreaths of black in all the dry goods 
stores, In the toy stores uad the confectionery estab- 
lishments it is different. There are shown little coffins 
filled with assorted candies or sometimes with a grew- 
some candy skeleton. But everywhere are sugar skulls. 
They are for sale in all the shops, boys peddle them on 
the streets and one can scarcely turn without running 
against them. 

These skulls, las calaveras,” are the symbol of the 
day. Everyone must have one. Most of them are made 
of refined, white sugar, with bits of gilt paper in the eye 
sockets and gilt paper crosses pasted on the foreheads. 
In price they vary from 3 cents to $10 and, of course. 
the ornamentation and size agree with the cost. Some 
of the more expensive are fully three fect high and are 
colored and decorated until they have a most ghastly 
appearance and in a half+light are calculated to give a 
nervous person a good scare. But the smal! ones are in 
greatest demand and the householder is supposed to 
give each of his servants a generous tip, so that they 
may buy their skulls. | 

In this respect the day resembles the New Year's of 
the United States, for every servant then expects a tip. 
The boy who delivers your groceries asks for a few 
pennies to buy la calavera;“ the hackman, the news- 
boy, the waiter at the restaurant, all classes cf servants, 
in fact, expect some extra reward. They always ask for 
it for the purpose of buying’ skulls. But if most of the 
money they are given goes for pulque, as it usually does, 
they are the only ones who are the worse off. 

Mexico has no Christmas to speak of, and the day of 
the dead is as near to the Christmas celebration as any- 
thing in the list of holidays. But it has too many 
strange features to make it like anything known ta 
Americans, and as a fiesta it is unique and original.

A younger girl sat on a grassy knoll, a lazy young fellow 
stretched on the grass at her feet. An older woman, 
her coarse, black hair streaming over her gaunt, greasy 
face, sat beside a small campfire, whose white smoke 
rose lazily, dreamily, through the murmuring treetops. 

At an angle in the road the home-bound stage whirled 
by in a cloud of dust. As the sun drifted westward and 
the grade approached the higher points, out beyond the 
purple hills we saw the ocean, like a sea of gold, with 
the last lingering rays of the sun warm upon it. 
Gradually the scene changed, and as the sun set in a 
sea of rosy light, its own true blue looked up at us from 
the broad Pacific.

A VISIT TO THE GREAT FACTURY 
AT OXNARD.

HE Oxnard beet-sugar factory is a landmark easily 
seen for many miles; its two giant steel smoke 

stacks, each 36 feet in circumference, rise to an al- 
titude of 154 feet and stand like great, black sentinels 
above its western portals. 

Not all Californians realize tho vastness of this en- 
terprise that has risen among us. Only one other beet- 
sugar factory—that of Claus Spreckels at Salinas—is 
larger; in modern methods and gererous equipment it 
is unsurpassed by any. 

Under one 3 roof can be fund machine and 
repair shops, blacksmith shops, an elestric plant. an ice 
manufactory, scale rooms and engine rooms, m.lis for 
grinding lime, and storerooms, any of which is large 
enough to be important, if operated alone, These are 
all essential or accessory to the great work of manu- 
facturing from the sugar beets more than 16,000,000 
pounds of pure, refined sugar produced here annually. 

At the rear of the factory and connected with it. are 
‘two large lime kilns; one for burning crude lime-rock 
and the other for reburning the lime after it has been 
used in the refining processes of sugar making. The 
latter kiln is an invention belonging to the Oxnard Beet 
Sugar Company and it is the only one in use in the 
manufacture of beet sugar. By this process there is a 
great saving of lime during the season. | 

At this point six more huge smoke stacks rear their 
imposing heights: In the adjacent yards great moun- 
tains of English coke and lime rock are seen during the 
beet campaign, placed here to feed the vertical kiln, 
towering, a giant column, 95 feet above terra firma, 
the top furnishing a fine observation point from which 
to view the beautiful landscape on either hand. 

Passing onward over cement floors toward the west, 
and at the rear of the factory proper, you find the boiler- 
house, 100x300 feet. This contains twenty-eight boilers 
for generating steam, and is the power-room of the 
factory. Here are found eight high-pressure and twenty 
low-pressure engines of 3000-horse power, which burn 
crude oil for fuel; this is supplied to them through 
pipes from three iron tanks, located by the rallroad 
track at a distance of perhaps 230 yards, and of a capacity 
of 32,000 barrels each. 

Passing around the south, we enter a fine three-story 
brick edifice, connected with the factory at the third 
story by a covered corridor. Here are found commo- 
dious, well-furnished offices, telegraph, stenograph and 
typewriter rooms, a chemical laboratory and a vault for 
valuables. 


we turn to admire this mammoth pile, whose chiefest 
part rises 93 feet above its massive foundation and 
stretches to the right and left 401 feet. Its enormous 
bulk grows on you as you gaze. It is some colossal giant 
and it lies at rest. Whence shall we feed it and how 
prepare its food? Our guide says: Come! and we 
pass to the structure where its dainties are first re- 
ceived. It takes 2000 tons of material daily to satisfy 
its demands. 

East of the factory are four parallel beet sheds or 
bins, cach holding one thousand tons each. Here 
the topped beets from the field are first received, 
with earth and roots clinging about them. The large beet 
wagons which convey them to these sheds are provided 
with nets on which the load is placed in the field. When 
the wagons reach the bins these nets are grasped on one 
side by iron hooks attached to a beam above, which is 
moved by electricity. From the elevated driveways beside 
the bins and beets are then precipitated into these 
V-shaped receptacles. 

At the base of each shed is a cement sluice or aque- 
duct, covered by small, detachable sections of planking. 
Through this canal, which slopes toward the factory, 
flows a stream of water; this water is received in pipes 
at the southern end of the beet bins from the condensers 
in the factory, and eventually reaches the sea through 
the sewers. As the sections of planking are lifted. one 
by one, the beets fall into the channel below, and are 
rapidly floated to tne eastern part or “beet end” of the 
factory. Here they are grasped by two semi-vertical 
beet screws, and are quickly propelled upward to the 
beet washers. These are horizontal bins, 25 feet long 
with perforated metal bottoms. Hung on bearings is 4 
huge shaft the entire length of each washer. On this 
are projecting arms placed at various angles, and, as 
the shaft revolves, the beets are tossed about in the 
water until all foreign matter is removed. : 

As the beets are pushed to the further extremity of 
each washer, a sort of hand on the end of the revolving 
shaft forces them down’ two inclined chutes to the “beet 
elevators” below. These elevators consist of a series 
of metal buckets, or baskets, on an endless chain and 
deposit their burden at the top of the building in chutes 
connecting with two sets of automatic scales. When 
these scales indicate 1000 pounds each, the beets are 
precipitated by their own weight into cutting machines, 
of which there are four. 

From the “sli cosset tes beets 

cossette conveyor,” which consists of 
an endless beit run in a harrow, horizontal, wooden 
channel placed along the lines of tanks which are to 
receive the cossettes. These receptacles are called “dif- 
fusion cells,” of which there are two batteries of four- 
teen cells each. The “slicers” are so made that the 
beets are cut into long triangular-sided strips, that they 
may not pack too closely in the diffusion cells, where 


hot water is pumped over them. Bach volume of water 
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being w.thdrawn to the diffusion measuring tank. ‘This 
liq:id, or “diffusion juice,” holds in solution the greater 
part of the saccharine of the beet, and is of a dark- 
brown color and disagre able taste. Eech diffusion cell 
through which nine volumes of water passes, contains 
in the beet pulp remaining only one-half per cent. of 
gaccharine. 
The pulp makes excellent food for stock when dried 
and compressed, or when placed in silos, or even fed 
directly from the icctory. The present season 6000 tons 
of beet pulp were stored by the American Beet Sugar 
Company in silos on the factory grounds. TDarge quan- 
tities have also been shipped to Los Angeles and several 
other railroad points, and siloed. Much of it. during the 
beet campaign, is sold fresh to farmers and stockmeu 
at the very low rate of ten cents per ton. ‘ — 
We have followed the beet from the field to that part 
of the factory where occurs the separation of its com- 
ponent parts. The “diffusion juice” now begins its 
journey from the measuring tank into the first satura- 
tion or carbonation tanks; it is here mixed with saceha- 
rate, and carbonic acid gas is pumped through it until 
it is brought to the right degree of alkalinity. | 
From these tanks it is dropped into a “mixer,” for 
which it is pumped through filter presses, in which tae 
lime and other impurities remain. The juice which 
comes from these “filter presses” is a rich yellow color. 
Now it passes onward to the second saturation; from 
here again through filter presses, where more lime and 
other impurities are removed, and the juice is changed 
to a pale yellow color. The liquid is now pumped up 
to the “sulphur boxes,” where it is sulphured, and again 
filtered; thence it journeys to the “evaporators,” where 
it is reduced from a thin juice to a thick one. From 
the evaporators the syrup is drawn into small tanks, is 
filtered through “bag-filters” and again treated with 
chemicals. It now passes to the vacuum pans, crystal- 
lizes, and first becomes sigar. The substance is now 
dropped again into “mixers,” thence to the centrifugals, 
where the crystals are separated from the molasses. 
The syrup here passes from the centrifugals inté tanks 
and is retreated by the “Steffens process” for extracting 
sugar from molasses. The sugar is now dropped from 
the centrifugals rolled to the elevators, thence to 
sugar bins, thence to “granulators” or dryers. It has now 
become the perfected product of the sugar beet, pure, 
granulated sugar. 
From the granulators it passes to the dry sugar bins, 
is returned to the first floor, and packed in 100-pound 
bags for market. | 
As you look on its white beauty and admire, you 
glance along the space toward the eastward and aro 
amazed to remember that fourteen hours since, only 400 
feet distant, this beautiful article of commerce entered, 
soiled from the fields, firmly encased in the rude jackets 
of the sugar beet.

CHECKING AN EPIDEMIC. 


CURIOUS CEREMONIES BY WHICH SERVIAN 
WOMEN KEEP DISEASE FROM FIRESIDES. 


That the domestic hearth fire is regarded as sacred by 
all Slavie races is well known and in the “Interna- 
tionales Archiv fur Ethnographie,“ Prof. V. Titelback 
gives a curious example of the uses to which it so some- 
(times put. 

Traveling through Servia some time ago, he arrived 
one evening at the village of Setonje, near the Homolje 
Mountains, and discovered that there was an epidemic 
among the children which their parents were doing their 
utmost to conceal from the authorities, as they knew 
that if it became known they would be attended by 
physicians, and they have a prejudice against doctors. 
They resolved, however, to drive out the malady by the 
use of the sacred fire, and they went to work in the fol- 
lowing manner: 

First, two old women, one carrying a copper kettle 
filled with water and the other an old lock and key, 
went to a spot beyond the limits of the village, and 
there the first one asked: “Where are you going?” to 
which the other replied, “I intend to lock out mis- 
fortune from the village.“ Turning the key in the lock, 
the latter thén threw both into the kettle of water, after 
which she walked round the village three times, repeat- + | 
ing the same ceremony each time as she passed the a 
other woman. : 

Meanwhile the villagers had extinguished the fires in 
their homes and, having dressed themselves in their 
holiday attire, had gathered together to take part in 
the ceremony. Two of them then built on a small hill 
and near an oak tree a tunnel, through which a person 
could crawl On his hands and knees, and in it was ‘ 
placed a wide board, while at the outer end another 
board was laid in such a manner that the two were in 
the form of a cross. While this was being done, a 
sacred fire had been lit on both sides of the tunnel by 
an old man and an old woman. 

Everything being now in readiness, the woman with 
the kettle of water went and stood to the right of the 
fire near the entrance of the tunnel, and the woman 
with the lock and key took her place at the other end. 

To the left also stood a third woman with a large jug 
of milk, and every one who crawled through the tunned 
received from her a sup of milk in a wooden spoon. A 
pot, filled with melted hog’s fat, was at the other end of 
the tunnel, and every one who crawled through gazed 
into this for a couple of minutes. Finally another 
woman drew with charcoal a cross on the back of every 
such person. As soon as all had passed through the 
tunnel the ceremony was over, and then the coals from 
the “sacred fire” were distributed among those present, 
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who hurried home to kindle their own fires with them. 
This being done, they gathered the burned wood and 
placed it in a vessel of water, which they drank, con- 
fident that thus they would be rendered proof againgg 
the evidemic.

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RIVERS UNDER THE SEA. 


UNDERGROUND STREAMS THAT HAVE AN OUT- 
LET ON THE OCEAN BOTTOM. 

INew York Sun:] Along the shallow bottom of the 
ocean, not very far from the land, a number of openings 
have been discovered in various parts of the world, 
‘through which water, as pure and fresh as that of any 
bubbling spring, mingles with the salt water of the sea. 
Another remarkable class of fresh-water springs is those 
that sink out of sight or perhaps never come to the sur- 
face, but follow hidden channels under the land and 
under the sea until they finally come to the open air on 


an island. Both of these types of underground rivers | 


d on 
are perhaps most remarkably illustrated near an 
Bahrein Island, in the Persian Gulf, a place that is also 
noted as one of the chief sources ot pearls. | 

Bahrein Island, the largest of the group of islands 

‘bearing that name, is about twenty miles off the coast 
of Arabia th the Persian Gulf. As the island has almost 
no rainfall it is a dead level of sandy desert, relieved 
only by palm groves and patches of vegetation where 
water springs to the surface from the mysterious un- 
derground channels. In many places the water does 
not reach the surface, but is found by sinking wells, the 
water being raised to the surface by donkeys and bul- 
Jocks and poured into the channels from which the date 
palms and other crops are irrigated. These springs can- 
not possibly be derived from the island and it is no 
more likely that they come from the sandy wastes of 
neighboring Arabia. The Arabian shore as far as can 
be seen, is low and devoid of water except at el-Katif, 
where similar springs are found. 

Arabs say that these streams come straight from the 
Euphrates River through an underground channel by 
which the great river, in part, flows beneath the Persian 
‘Gulf. Geologists, however, have dismissed this theory. 
Though the origin of the springs has not yet been satis- 
factorily explained, the most favored theory is that they 
come from the well-watered slopes of the Persian moun- 
tains, far to the north. If this theory is correct, it 
means that the rainfaii sinks into the earth's crust until 

it reachesimpermeable rock stratum along which it is car- 
ried for a great uistance to the south out under the sea 
until the rock, sloping upward again, brings the water 
. pear the surface on Bahrein Island. Some of the wells 
that are thus supplied are enormous and one of them, 
the Adari, serves for the irrigation of many miles of 
date palms through a canal of ancient construction. The 
‘Adari well is one of the great sights of Bahrein, being a 
deep basin of water 22x40 yards in size, beautifully clear 
and full of prismatic colors. The fact that it comes from a 
far higher source is shown by the force with which it 
enters the well; divers driven back by the strong cur- 
rent are unable to reach the bottom. 

There being no wells within miles of some of the 
coast towns of Bahrein, they obtain water. from springs 

that issue from the bottom of the gulf not far from the 
shore. These springs, of course, have the same origin 
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salt water and fill the skins with the 
the bottom.

ITAL OF MEXICO.

O MUCH has been written and is constantly being 

written about the capital of our sister republic that 

it is superfluous to attempt a detailed description 
here. The metropolis differs radically from all other 
*cities in Mexico, but is too cosmopolitan to offer the ad- 
vantages presented in the interior for studying the race 
peculiarities and primitive customs. Here progress is 
very marked, especially in the last decade. We can only 
view with deep regret some of the landmarks that are 
passing away, gratifying as is this progress to the en- 
lightened Mexican and the foreign resident. Conspicu- 
ous among these is the old aqueduct, of which just a 
mere fragment remains. Everyone who has seen this 
picturesque old waterway that added such a charm to 
the landscape stretching westward from the city toward 
the lofty Ajusco range, feels a thrill of surprised dis- 
appointment that the government should not have pre- 
served at least a few of these graceful arches instead of 
allowing the ruins to be bodily removed. 

The castle of Chapultepec is very impressive and could 
not be more beautifully located. The grounds are ap- 
proached from the Paseo de la Reforma, a wide, hand- 
some avenue about a mile and a half long, leading from 
the main business street. About every quarter-mile this 
beautiful driveway widens into a glorietta, or circular 
space, with statue in center, as the Glorietta of Colon, 
containing statue of Christopher Columbus, the Glorietta 
of Cuahtemoc, named from the spirited statue of the 
famous Indian chief that adorns the center. Double 
rows of eucalyptus trees shade the old stone benches 
so appreciated by the peons. Everywhere in Mexico one 
finds this careful prevision for tired pedestrians; per- 
haps nowhere in the world can the “Weary Willies” of 
society find such convenient resting places and so little 
occasion to toil. Walking is unpopular here; those who 
cannot ride may be seen sitting. 

All the world drives during the “Concurrencia” or 
assembly of the fashionables, between four and seven 
o'clock. At this hour the Paseo is crowded with equip- 
ages as handsome as those we see in New York, or 
driving through Wissahickon Park. The livery is more 
striking than with us, and the ladies lavish the day’s 
energy on their carriage toilettes. Flirtations with and 
without fans and handkerchiefs are de riguer and add 
much to the interest of the scene. Lustrous dark eyes 
flash a challenge from demure security beside mama 
and the bold response of the would-be “novio” is easy 
of interception by the alert. 

Chapultepec annually loses most of its charm and 
beauty during the long drouth, but after the summer 
rains begin until winter, it is lovely as an enchanted 
enstle of old. The magnificent cypress grove that shades 
the level green stretches of of the park forms a perfect 
setting for the rock-bound fortress whose steep ap- 
proaches are a mass of varied greens, trees, shrubbery, 
waving ferns and trailing moss, while its base is 
swathed in a luxuriant growth of sombre myrtle, bright- 
ened here and there by the glint of some brilliant south- 
ern wild flower. The north wing of the building is used 
as the National Military Academy; a portion is occupied 
by President Diaz when in residence, which is after the 
fifth of May until fall, and the public state apartments 
represent the remainder. A passport is necessary to 
visit the castle, and guides are always ready to explain 
things to those of the uninitiated who comprehend a 
modicum of Spanish, and to expatiate upon the beauty 
of the view from the upper galleries. This is indeed al- 
most unsurpassed, seen from such an eminence, the 
fortress standing almost at the head of the far-famed 
Valley of Mexico. Where all is interesting, comparisons 
are invidious, but I was especially pleased with the 
banquet hall and the game room. The former charms 
through its magnificent simplicity, the latter is hung 
with heavily-embossed tapestry representing various 
pastimes of both present and bygone days admirably ex- 
ecuted. 

There is a vast deal to enjoy in the National Museum, 
even though one know ever so little of arc . 
You seem to be acquiring knowledge with little effort, 
as you travel backward, spellbound, through the cen- 
turies, contemplating the mementoes of Juarez and 
other patriots of Mexican independence, the thrilling 
days of the empire under the ill-fated Maxmillian, the 
marvelous conquests of the intrepid Cortez, and further 
back to the early Aztec times, for many a footmark have 
these last left on the shores of Mexican history. Fresh 
discoveries, throwing light on the customs of these 
early times, are made nearly every time excavating is 
done for building in the more ancient part of the city; 
also when tearing down or repairing old buildings. 
The San Carlos Academy of Fine Arts contains some 
notable paintings, but is by no means equal to the 
museum in interest. Those who see only the business 
center and portions chiefly occupied by foreign residents 
may imagine the ancient Aztec capital pretty thor- 
oughly modernized, but a few explorations into the 
older parts of the city will speedily convince them of 
the utter fallacy of this conjecture. I have penetrated 
the region of the San Juan market, through Santa 
Ysobel, with its old convent clusters converted into 
“viviendas,” through the purlieus of San Augustin a: ; 
north of San Juan de Dios; these localities and —— 
others are replete with relics of the past—alas' po 
with the sordid misery of the present. Our pleasure 


has been found to make in the ancient fountains, quaint sundials, old wells with 


rudely-formed windlass, and curiously-carved beams and 
arches was marred by the suffering we endured through 
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our olfactory nerves and that experienced through sym- 
pathy with the wretchedness about us. And here let me 
hint that one cannot explore even a very little in Mex- 
ico without a stern determination to disregard entirely 
the comfort of that useful organ, the nose. 

One day we visited the National Preparatory School, 
a most interesting institution which seemed abreast of 
the times. Scholarships are given after competitive ex- 
aminations open to foreigners. There is an eminent pro- 
fessor in each department of the art sciences. The 
school itself is interesting and has obtained from the 
government some very valuable antiques, which we de- 
sired to see. The gallery of portraits includes life-size 
portraits of the rulers of Mexico from the time of the 
Spanish conquest, but it was the choir stalls, taken from 
the old church of San Augustin, recently rebuilt, which 
enchained our attention. These stalls, perhaps, fifty in 
number, almost black with age, are wonderful speci- 
mens of wood carving. The scenes depicted are from 
Old Testament history, beginning with several of the 


Garden of Eden. There is also a much smaller set de- 


voted to scenes from the life of our Savior. So skilled 
are these delineations, so delicate the execution, that 
we marveled when we learned that they emanated from 
the brains and were the handiwork of simple, uncul- 
tured peon workmen. The carving stands out in such 
splendid bas relief, that the figures seem almost ca- 
pable of motion. The horses and chariots of Pharaoh’s 
hosts and the tumbling waves of the Red Sea are por- 
s fidelity. and exquisite detail. I - 
have -been fortunate seeing the City of Mexico be- 
fore the electric system was inaugurated; the first 
went into operation very early in 1900 and was a great 
curiosity to the natives. Other car lines continued for 
many months to use little mules, the indigenous traf- 
fic animals of these parts. These being so small and 
usually driven at a lope, resemble nothing so much as a 
pair of jack rabbits. The car most frequently seen is 
the cast-off bobtail from the States. The first-class 
fare is usually six cents, silver, in town and ten to the 
suburbs. Routes are short, and there are no transfers, 
so one spends more ou car fare than at Rome. The con- 
which is taken up by the collector. The checking sys- 
ductor gives you a ticket in exchange for your fare, 
tem is universal; employés are never trusted. In the 
provincial towns the transportation service is curiously 
accommodating. If a sefiora desires to make a call 
along the route, or near it, she requests the driver to 
stop while she inquires if her friend is at home. I have 
seen a car wait for a passenger to alight, transact a 
piece of business or converse with a passing acquaintance _ 
ten minutes or more. One appreciates the custom, ev- 
erywhere prevalent in the Republic, of providing sec- 
ond-class street cars and both first and second-class 
railway carriages, as a large percentage of the traveling 
public is more interesting at a little distance. I often 
admired the picturesque passengers of a third-class 
coach but never gained the courage to travel with them, 
though I once tried second-class on a short trip and 
found it quite as comfortable as first. 

One of the amusing incidents of a trip isa rural trav- 
eler who embraces impressively each member of the 
group assembled to Wish him a “buenviaje,” climbs on 
the rear platform of the first-class coach and deposits 
his impedimenta carefully. Until the platform disap- 
pears he continues to gesticulate and call adios, then 
resignedly gathering up his luggage, hies him to the 
seat in a third-class coach to which his ticket entitles 
him. 

In Mexico City the convenience of the public coach 
precludes in a measure the necessity of trams. These 
conveyances are very numerous, and are also divided 
into first-class, flying a blue flag, second-class. having 
a red flag, and third-class with a yellow flag. These 
hacks may be found almost anywhere and hired for 25, 
50 and 75 cents per hour respectively. Besides this 
sum, the cochero always asks a pourboire, usually six 
cents, but often more. 

If one desires to pick up a little conversational Span- 


ish, shopping is an agreeable manner of acquiring some 


useful phrases. If you construct a Yabored inquiry and 
are answered in good English, it is as depréssing as a 
cold shower bath. Looking out the words needed in a 
dictionary may be misleading. A friend wanted some 
nails, found the definition “ufias,” and not stopping to 
ascertain that ufias meant fingernails, asked for a 
pound of ufias which the mystified but always urbane 
shopkeeper regretted were not in stock. Again, failing 
to make herself understood, she wished to inquire for 
the gentleman who spoke English, but, confusing the 
words caballero and caballo, asked for the horse who 
talked English. The polite clerks did not even smi 
Once we wished to say the equivalent of “bon voyage, 
but only succeeded in wishing our friend a good old 
“Thank you,” he replied, gravely, “I trust it may be 
when it comes.” 

metimes we encounter someone eager to tice 
his partly-acquired English, like the clerk waa Choe 
asked for heavy gloves for wheeling, said, “I do have 
here the gloves so good for strong use; they are the 
gloves of mutton.” We could not resist the mutton 
gloves. As my acquaintance with people of refinement 
enlarged, | enjoyed the exchange of many social visita. 
It is customary for the stranger to make the first call, 
but a formal invitation is extended them, so they do not 
take the initiative, after all. The late afternoon is the 
fashionable hour, ahd the call frequently lasts two hours, 
most families taking their evening meal at 8 or 9 
o'clock. The guest of honor is always placed on the sofa; 
conversation is very animated, music is generally pro- 
posed, and each member contributes in greater or leas 
degree—guests are expected to do the same. It is proper 
to first disclaim any ability and play or sing only after 
much urging. It is practically impossible to decline. un- 
less you can say you have never touched an instrument.

A MORNING WITH THE IDOLS IN THE 

MUSEUM AT MEXICO.

L ET us visit the hall of antiquities in the Mexican

National Museum and pay our respects to such of 
the Artec divinities as escaped destruction by the 
Spaniards, who waged a war of extermination upon 
them to the great loss and lasting regret of modern 


archaeologists. Burning the hieroglyphic books and 


records was senseless vandalism; however, the Span- 
iards had some shadow of excuse for making way with 
the idols. which were not at the time of the conquest 
the harmless old curios they are today, but were wor- 
shiped with ferociously cruel and bloody rites. If the 
Spaniards had thought about it at all, they would have 
said that to collect them in museums would seem to the 
Indians a proof of respect, if not actual adoration, and 
would have hindered their conversion. : 

Here they are, Coatlicue, Huitzilopochtli, Izcozauhqui, 
and a host of others, fashioned in wild caricature of the 
human form and figure, and possessing an ugliness so 
complete and satisfying as to approach beauty on the 
other side. 

One morning I observed two peons, clad in the usual 
white cotton blouse and trousers, red serapes and 
broad sombreros, standing in rapt contemplation of a 
charmingly-hideous idol, Aztecs before an Aztec god. 
Were they not moved by some far-away impulse of 
awe and worship they could not understand? Did not 
some chord long unstirred just vibrate faintly at the 
sight of the god of their ancestors? , 
“Juan,” remarked the taller peon, “that looks like 
you.” 

Juan laughed good-naturedly; they moved on to the 
next, and so did I. 

All these great, coiled, stone serpents represent 
Quetzalcoatl, the best god the poor Indians ever had, 
and yet he got them into a bad scrape at the time of 
the conquest. He had promised to return some time in 
the flesh, and when Cortes arrived, the Indians thought 
he was Quetzalcoatl, and allowed him to get well es- 
tablished in the country before they found out their 
mistake. Moreover, he is a striking illustration of how 
evil communications corrupt good manners. When he 
was a Toltec god, he was strictly vegetarian, asked only 
offerings of fruit and flowers, and devoted himself to 
agriculture and the arts of peace. But later, when he 
was associated with the Aztec divinities in their tem- 
ples, instead of converting them to vegetarianism, he 
became just as fond of sacrificial captives served raw 
and warm as any of the others who had been brought 
up on it. 

This gentleman is the famous “Indio Triste,” who 
ten’t triste“ at all, but looks as if, he had just drawn 
the grand. prize in the lottery. He is generally palmed 
off on the unsuspecting tourist as an idol, but the wise 
ones say that he was only a decoration on the temple 
wall designed to hold a banner between his knees 
and clasped hands. 

There is a popular legend in regard to him quite as 
absurd as his claim to idolship. The story runs that, 
during the time of ruin and desolation which followed 


the capture of Tenochtitlan (now the City of Mexico) 


by the Spaniards, a solitary Indian was seen sitting 
day after day in the same place among the temple ruins, 
the image of grief and despair. At last he died, and 
some native sculptor honored him with this statue. 
However, the smirk of satisfaction on his countenance 
would indicate either that the sculptor’s hand slipped 
or that the Indian found some extraordinary compen- 
sations in the Spanish régime. . 

The Aztec calendar stone, whose top is a gregt disk, 
over eleven feet in diameter, covered with curious 
chronological symbols, is the largest object in the room 
and occupies a prominent place opposite the main en- 
tranee in the Hall of Antiquities. At the time of the 
conquest, it was located in the great temple which stood 
on the present sitee of the Cathedral in the City of Mex- 
ico. According to Tezozomoc, who seems to have been 
a sort of Indian Plutarch, it was placed there in the 
year 1481, and 728 captives of war were sacrificed at 
its inauguration. The Aztec King. Axayacatl, so 


Sorged himself on human flesh and blood that he died 


soon afterward. It is sad to think of his untimely end 
caused by such touching devotion to his religious duties. 

The face in the center of the stone represents the sun. 
The Aztecs had eighteen months of twenty days each, 
and the remaining five days were unlucky days, useful 
Here are some sample dates:

Even the site of the town was lost, though it was 
known to be somewhere in the tropical jungle between 
Vera Cruz and Tampico. A scientific commission, sent 
out by the Mexican government in 1890, located the 
ruins of the great temples, and made numerous draw- 
ings and photographs, from which the wooden recon- 
struction of the various pyramidal structures inclosed 
by the outer walls has been made. The model is shown 
on a table about fifteen feet square in this room, while 
the drawings on the walls show the ruins as they ap- 
pear at the present time. | 

Instead of discovering a sleeping beauty, enchanted 
from the days of Montezuma, the scientists unearthed 
a hideous old idol full of centuries and iniquity, prob- 
ably one of those which the soldiers of Cortes so rudely 
tumbled from their pedestals to the great dismay of the 
Totonacs who did not enjoy this violent conversion to 
Christianity. Now, great forest trees grow on temple 
platforms, and the steps are choked with tropical vege- 
tation. The words, “four centuries” slip from the 
tongue so easily; but to see how nature has drawn this 
veil of what appears to be primeval forest over the 
footsters of the conquerors, is to have a strange dizzy 
sensation of what is meant by the period. |

ANARCHY IN EUROPE. 


AN IMPRESSIVE LESSON TAUGHT BY 
THE TRAGEDY AT BUFFALO. 


From a Special Correspondent. 


ARIS, Oct. 20.—Now that the first sensation of 
Prom: and “scare” caused universally by the as- 
sassination of President McKinley has had time to 
calm down, it becomes possible to estimate the probable 


effects of the crime upon the tactics of the secret police | 


devoted to the protection of chiefs of state. The writer 
happened to meet the Paris chief of police on the very 
day of the President's death. M. Cochefert declined to 
enter into any discussion of the great topic of the boule- 
vards. 
“It is awful, awful,” he said. “It will make changes, 
no doubt, in our European systems. We shall have to 
talk of new measures; but I can not tell what these 
may be.” 

When M. Cochefert is willing you should have some 
information, but does not wish to give it to you himself, 
he turns you over to an irresponsible but well-informed 
lieutenant, from whose talk you may, unofficially, learn 
many interesting things. That is just what happened to 
me. I propose simply to put down a few things which 
the subordinate officer told me are among the immediate 
probabilities resulting from the Buffalo crime. 

One word to commence with. This crime has moved 
the European police far more than a European crime 
would ever have done. And this for two main reasons. 


Naturally Expected in Europe. 


“You see,” said M. Dupont (that is not, I hardly need 
to say, the official’s real name) — you see one might al- 
most say that it is the natural thing for a European Ex- 
ecutive to be assassinated. It is probable that there is 
scarcely a day on which one or another of them is not 
in danger of death by the bomb or the knife or the re- 
volver: It is in their contract, as it were. But the slay- 
ing of a President of the United States takes us out of 
the ordinary run and shows us that we are face to face 
with a world-wide upheaval of the undercurrents, not 
against particular acts of tyranny or against people who 
represent the old feudal idea of monarchy, but against 
the very idea of government in itself. The United States 
system is recognized as the ne plus ultra of liberty and 
of equal chances for all. It immeasurably surpasses the 
liberty and equality of France itself. We have no official 

N ‘shake hands’ here, and President Loubet is just as in- 
accessible to the people as a Hohenzollern or a Haps- 
burg. The militant anarchist idea is shown up in all its 
horrors when a president of the classic land of liberty 
and democracy is not safe. Czolgosz gives us a scare 
that Bresci and Luchgni could not inspire.“ 

And, as I learned from my informant, this scare“ 
(“frisson” is the expressive French word used) made 
itself particularly felt and will have particular and very 
direct results in the immediate entourage of the Presi- 
dent. Mme. Loubet, though personally a very cour- 
ageous woman, is too deeply attached to the President 
not to have been exceptionally moved by this practical 
lesson in the dangers that menace even democratic 
executives. When the news from Buffalo reached her at 
breakfast time she became violently agitated, refused 

to eat and clung piteously to her husband all day long, 
unwilling to let him out of her sight. A shooting ex- 
pedition had been planned for the forest of Rambouillet, 
but the guns were left untouched and the visitors in- 
vited from the neighboring chateaux were dis- 
missed with excuses. It was directly in accordance with 
Mme. Loubet’s wishes that the extraordinary precau- 
tions taken at Dunkirk and Compiegne during the 
Czar’s visit were set on foot. Neither the Emperor nor 
the President approved entirely of the rigid measures 
adopted to prevent the enthusiastic public from getting 
within eye-shot of the heroes of the day. But Mme. 
Loubet managed to work both on M. Crozier, chief of 
the protocol, and on M. Waldeck-Rousseau, the premier, 
to carry out her wishes.

It will bé his duty to be always 
on the alert both in barracks and in the field, in the one 
case keeping tabs on the men’s conversations, habits, 
ideas, reading and associates, and immediately report- 
ing any suspicious character. In the field he will serve 
as an ordinary secret policeman, watching for the level- 
ing of a rifle at the royal person. These soldier-police 
will be recruited from the younger members of the 
Kaiser's sworn detective bodyguard, which is the most 
carefully organized agency of personal protection that 
any sovereign has at his heels. The new measure is

The Czar a Fatalist. 


The present Czar, though popularly supposed to be the 
most constantly manaced of monarchs, is perhaps one 
of the most indifferent to the precautionary measures 
taken in his interest. His extraordinary 
lessness is due to an absolute conviction that he is fore- 
doomed and to a quasi-oriental fatalism, which leads to 
the peace-bringing feeling that no steps he can devise 
will turn aside the murderous arm. He goes his 
grave under the shadow of the coming death, but

Unfortunately for Europe there is little international 
cooperation against anarchy. Europe complains, and 
with reason, of the lack of interest shown by the United 
States in tracking suspected anarchs. England shows 
much the same spirit of indifference. Germany and 
Russia contribute information to each other’s archives, 
it is true; but neither Germany nor, curiously enough, 
Russia shows any desire of cordial coéperation with 
France. In Italy, though it is the country where the 
study of crime and criminals has been pushed to the 
furthest point of scientific exactitude, the police system 
remains hopelessly behind the times. That is perhaps 
why Italy has so far contributed the greatest number of. 
“martyrs” to the roll of the king-killers. As an in- 
stance of Italy's attitude, the case of the two notorious 
globe-trotting anarchists, the Prince and Princess Naka- 
chidze, is luminous. They were recently arrested in 
Rome on the technical charge of being found on Itai‘an 
soil, from which they had been solemnly expelled a 
dangerous conspirators. They had previously, in 8, 
been expelled from France for the fabrication of bombs. 
In 87 the Prince had been sentenced to death in Russia 
for conspiring, with an indiscriminate assortment of 
nihilists and anarchists, to kill the Czar. He had had the 
rare luck to get out of Holy Russia in time to save his 
skin and has with his wife been a conspicuous figure in 
anarchist centers all over Europe ever since—a kind of 
murderous “Wandering Jew.” Yet even in these days of 
anarchistic activity, al! that Italy, in the existing state 
of international relations, can do is to “recenduct him 
to the frontier.” The gentle soul, as long as he keeps 
out of Italy, France and Russia, may go on plotting red 
murder all his life long; he may even pay frequent vis- 
its to Paris, knowing well that the worst that can be 
done him is to buy him a single-trip ticket to Belgium. 
Holland or Switzerland and politely wish him good-by. 
He will most likely live happily in Geneva, or perhaps 
in London, fabricating bombs at his leisure, till he man- 
ages at last to make the red trail he has been planning 
so long.

A NEW SIGNAL KITE. 


EDDY’S LATEST INVENTION FOR MAKING INTER- 
MITTENT LIGHT FLASHES. 


{New York Tribune:] William A. Eddy has arranged 
a “new self-illuminated kite for war signaling in mid- 
air, and for signaling between exploring parties.” This 
is a mammoth kite, nine feet in diameter, fown with 
three lanterns fastened close to the kite and brightly 
lighting it. The lights can be shut off and turned on 
by pulling the signaling line specific distances, thus mak- 
ing the dot and dash Morse signal code. The signal 
line is loose and joins the main line at the earth. Con- 
cerning the device Mr. Eddy says: 

“In my recent experiment with a self-illuminated kite, 
devised for making intermittent light flashes at night, 
the chief difficulty I encountered was in starting the 
kite without assistance, for I believed that the kite 
would be more useful if it could be handled by one per- 
son. 1 started the kite aloft by first leaning it against 
a telegraph pole in a perpendicular position, with the 
lighted lanterns suspended near its face. When | started 
to run, the cord leading to the kite was in a horizontal 
position, but the lanterns still remained perpendicular 
as the mammoth kite rose rapidly. The illumination 
was an instant and brilliant success, the face of the huge 
blue kite being sharply outlined against the dark sky. 
While the kite rose all right, I soon found that the 
lighted lanterns caused the bridle to exert a strain too 
low down on the kite, thus at the first ascension les- 
sening the steepness with which the kite cord was car- 
ried up into the air, but by changing the flying point on 
the bridle to a higher position I soon overcame this dif- 
Heulty. 

“It is always a great advantage in night signaling and 
other experiments to fasten apparatus direct to the kite. 
for thus a greater height can be attained. I have at- 
tached very few things direct to kites in aerial experi- 
mental work, because anything that affects the balance 
or center of gravity of the kite will instantly prevent an 
ascension unless a counter weight is added to restore 
the center of gravity. Even a few ounces in weight may 
prevent an ascension in light winds. In my self-luminous 
kite the bridle only is affected, and this was remedied 
easily. 1 have not used incandescent lights, because 
lighting with electric wire requires insulation and a re- 
turn circuit, besides causing expense and difficulty in the 
transportation of heavy machinery. For army signaling, 
exploration or night carnivals, I have produced an ap- 
paratus which weighs only eight or ten pounds, and 
which can be carried in a pack by one man. A light 
tripod, weighing about half a pound, can be used to 
place the kite and lanterns in an upright position when 
starting the kite up into the air. It is evident that ex-

THE SWAN SONG. 


AN INCIDENT DEALING WITH THE 
| LAST DAYS OF LINCOLN.

ITY POINT, on the James River, which had be- 
come in 1864-5 the base of supplies for the armies 
of the Potomac and the James, offered to the ob- 
server on an elevated position a unique and most 
variegated spectacle, in which the countless tents of all 
sizes and shapes predominated, although block-houses, 
warehouses constructed of lumber, and some brick 
buildings were also scattered here and there. The James 
River, dividing the great military camp into two set- 
tions, was continually alive with shipping of every 
description; steamers carrying the wounded to northern 
hospitals and bringing in return recruits to fill up the 
ranks sadly thinned by the Wilderness campaign and 
the frequent bloody reconnoissances and attacks in front 
of Petersburg and along the Welden railroad. Coasting 
vessels, with ordnance, ammunition, subsistence and 
hospital supplies, together with other paraphernalia of 
war, were daily unloading at the many small wharves 
constructed for that purpose, while innumerable rest- 
less tugboats shot back and forth unceasingly between 
the larger craft. 

Leaving out of account the military aspect of the 
place, which was, of course, quite conspicuous, and tak- 
ing into consideration only the general appearance of 
the landscape, buildings, huts and tents, together with 
the life on the river, City Point bore a very strong 
resemblance to only one other place in this wide world, 
namely, the outskirts of the Russian city, Nijni-Nov- 
gorod, on the Volga River, during the time of its an- 
nual commercia! fair. 

All the wounded of the armies of the Potomac and 


in case of urgent necessity at the division or corps hos- 
pital in the rear of the line of battle, either in boats 
or ambulances, to the immense hospital at City Point, 
which consisted almost entirely of long rows of so- 
called hospital tents containing, each, twelve beds. To 
one of these tents the present writer was brought on 
April 3, 1865, having been wounded in the right shoul- 
der on the day previous, at the storming of the South 
Side Railroad. 

In our tent all the occupants were wounded men, and 
were attended by a very gentle army surgeon and an 
experienced civilian male nurse. My wound was not 
very serious and allowed me to move about freely be- 
tween the visits of the surgeon, who dressed my wound 
daily and caused my arm to be carried in a sling. In 
the middle of the left row of our ward lay a member 
of a Pennsylvania cavalry regiment, who, I was told, 
had been brought in shortly after the battle of Five 
Forks. He was shot through the right lung and had 
severe saber cut diagonally across the left side 
skull and descending nearly to his left eyebrow. 
time of my admission he was already very low 
it was evident, even to a casual observer, that 
had marked him for its prey. This man attracted 
and enjoyed the good will and sympathy 
in the tent, partly on account of the 
features, which resembled in a high de- 
we generally see on pictures representing the 
face of the Nazarene while undergoing His torture and 
agony, and the large, soft gray eyes, which seemed to 
bespeak in suffering silence the beholder’s friendship; 
partly by reason of his great patience and courageous 
bearing in the face of severe bodily pain and apprvach- 
ing dissolution, of which his mind was probably aware. 
He spoke little, but the few words he uttered now and 
then gave proof of kindly feeling toward all man- 
kind, of a gentle and refined nature and training. 

Our tent was frequently visited by a drummer boy. 
This youthful warrior was barely 13 years of age, and 
had, of course without compulsion, gone into the firing 
line, where a spent ball had struck him in a knee joint 
and disabled him temporarily for further duty. He was 
quartered in the adjoining ward, and limped without re- 
straint from tent td tent, visiting his much older com- 
rades. He must have been some tender mother’s darling, 
carried away from home into the turmoil of war by his 
precocious patriotism, perhaps against the will of the 
guardians of his tender age. 

Drummer boys are not, as a rule, desirable company 
for anybody outside of their own sphere, much less are 
they so for wounded and dying men of maturer years, 
but this member of the drum corps of the Seventh New 
York Infantry, whom everybody called little Jack,” 
was as different from the general run of his class as 
a humming bird is from the saucy sparrow. In the 
first place, he was a very pretty boy, with curly blonde 
hair, lovely blue eyes, and an expressive mouth any girl 
might have coveted. Besides that, he was well-man- 
nered, polite in speech, obliging in his actions (he would 
fetch and carry all day long without a murmur) and he 
could sing like a very bird. He was never intrusive, 
but always asked politely, first, if a song would be ac- 
ceptable, and only after receiving a general consent, 
would he lift his little treble into melody. He sang so 
sweetly and softly that his music was restful even to 
such patients as suffered from severe bodily pain. His 
repertoire was quite extensive, but embraced for the 
most part the war songs then in vogue, like: “John 
Brown's Knapsack, “Now I Hear the Bugle Sounding,” 
ete. His favorite, however, seemed to be: We Are 
Coming, Father Abraham.” | 

This he sang with great feeling, with youthful en- 
thusiasm sparkling in his eyes, doing his best withal 
to subdue his voice in order to suit it to the peculiar 
surroundings. He had to repeat this song at every visit, 
at the special request of the wounded Pennsylvanian,

Then came the visit of President Lincoln to the front, 
after the surrender of Richmond. He entered a few of 
the hospital wards at City Point, ours among the num- 
ber. Shaking hands with us, he bade us rejoice at the 
Success of our army, saying: “Be of good cheer, boys, 
we are at the beginning of the end, at last“ When he 


latter’s features assume an expression of supreme hap- 
piness, and two heavy tears of unutterable joy flowed 
down his wasted cheeks into his curly blonde beard. 

Heavy, sultry and foggy—was the early morning along 
the banks of the James River on ‘the 15th day of April, 
memorable for its foul deed and consequent irreparable 
loss to the nation. A light drizzling rain was falling 
when I stepped out of our tent to take a little stroll be- 
fore breakfast. A mysterious, oppressive silence was no- 
ticeable everywhere, which caused an inexplicable sensa- 
tion of unrest or impending calamity, felt but in- 
definable. When I approached the large tent of the 
sanitary commission, I heard weeping inside, weeping 
of that nature which tells the listener of heart-rending 
grief, of sadness overwhelming, inconsolable, too deep 
for the utterance of speech. Being acquainted with two 
ladies of the establishment, I lifted the tent flap and 
looked in. The two ladies of my acquaintance and two 
gentlemen were sitting and standing, in positions in- 
dicating the greatest distress, around a little table. A 
-telegram lay open before them. Silently they handed 
it to me: “President Lincoln murdered, died during 
the night.” | 

Ob, cruel fate! He who but a few days before had 
taken us by the hand and bidden us to be of good 
cheer; he who, during four long years of unremitting 
toil, which had engraven upon his kindly features the 
unmistakable lines of care we had recently seen, whose 
wisdom, courage and patrictism had saved our beloved 
Union—dead, murdered! What a sad, cad day was that 
16th of April at City Point, at the front, in all the land! 
The voice of a people mute in sorrow, the spirit of a 
nation draped in crape! 

When I returned to our tent, the sad news had al- 


in tears. Our Pennsylvanian, who was by this time very 
feeble and fast approaching dissolution, lay with ‘eyes 
that had become larger and deeper fixed upon our youth- 
ful comrade,’ little Jack, who was sitting by the 
wounded man’s bedside and, interrupted by heart- 
rending sobs, tried his best to read to him the Evan- 
gelist Matthew's story of the resurrection of Christ. 

During the evening visit, the surgeon intimated to the 
nurse that the end would come during the night, and 
the wounded man must have felt the approach of the 
dark angel also, for he bade us all a gentle good-by be- 
fare the long-drawn notes of the bugler sounded taps 
through the camp. 

About midnight nearly all of us were awakened by the 
first note of an unaccustomed sound. The night light 
was burning feebly in a corner of the tent, and by its 
subdued rays we saw, to our astonishment, the Penn- 
sylvanian sitting upright in his bed with outstretched, 
uplifted right arm, fast-glazing- eyes, and deep-sunken 
features. From his wide-open mouth came distinctly, 
though feebly and slowly, the well-known tune, with 
slightly changed words: } 

“IT am coming, Father Abraham— Here the voice 
by the bursting of a violin string. Our comrade fell 
back on his pillow, dead. 

He had expired like the beautiful white bird in the 
land of the midnight sun—in song!

The Bloom- 
ington police found on his person a bank book of a Bal- 
timore (Md.) institution, showing deposits of several 
thousand dollars, and also a package of receipts from 
express companies, issued at various cities he visited, all 
showing that money was consigned to the bank. 


Golden claims to be 22 years old, but lcoks much older. 
| He pleaded guilty to the charge, and was given six 


months in jail as a vagrant and fined $100. 

Golden's first move upon visiting a city was to copy 
the name of every Jew from the directory, and he would 
then visit each in turn, soliciting aid. He usually spent 
three days in a city, and averaged $100 in each. All do- 
mations other than cash were converted into money. 
Golden started in San Francisco and worked East. 
Knowing the characteristic of the Hebrew race to pro- 
vide for the destityte of their own class, Golden's suc- 
cess was phenomenal, It is estimated he has cleaned 
up $25,000 by begging.—[{Bloomington (III.) C2rrespond- 
ence Chicago Tribuhe.

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Pearl-Plated Beeswax. 


HE Smithsonian Institution has recently acquired 
the most remarkable artificial pearl in existence. It 
is about an inch and a halt in length, oval in form, and 
an exquisite pink in color. If it were not flawed it 
would be worth an enormous sum of money, but even 
in its present condition it is priceless as a curiosity. 
The pearl was made by infroducing a ball of beeswax 
into the shell of a living fresh-water mussel—one of 
those bivalves common in many rivers of the United 
States, which frequently yield fine pearls, occasionally 
producing a gem of this kind worth many thousands of 
dollars. The nacre secreted by mollusks of this genus 
is pink, often bordering on salmon, and the pearls ob- 
tained from them are among the most beautiful in the 
world. 

The ball of wax was placed near the hinge of the bi- 
valve, which, being kept in a tank of fresh water, was 
carefully watched. Under such circumstances, 
course, a mollusk tries to protect itself from irritation 
covering the foreign object with a smooth coating 
of pearl stuff—the same material as that which it uses

Pet Dogs are Tattooed. 


DECIDEDLY novel occupation which has of late 

been noticed is that of tatooing the names of their 
owners upon dogs. Several months ago there apbeared 
in northwest Baltimore a young man who is engaged 
in that pursuit, and during the time he remained here 
did a good business. Among the dogs which underwent 
the operation is a pretty little fox terrier belonging to 
Charles F. Wohna, which rejoices in the name of Booze, 
and a fine-bred bull terrier, Jip, the property of the 
Chesapeake Brewing Company. Both animals. bear upon 
their breasts, where the hair grows thinnest, the names 
of their respective owners. 

Contrary to the belief of some that the operation is a 
cruel, painful one, those who have seen it performed 
declare that animals apparently experienced very little 
pain. The operation lasts about fifteen minutes. The 
animal is usually held by two men, one having hold of 
the hind legs while the other holds the front paws. 
With a set of very fine needles the operator then goes to 
work, deftly pricking the letters into the skin, just deep 
enough to draw a few drops of blood.

7 HOSE readers who have followed the serial of “The 


Tcry Lovers,” as it has appeared in the Atlantic 

Monthly, may now have the opportunity of re- 
reading its stirring chapters without the inconvenience 
of suspense, and may find undisturbed the artistic bal- 
ance of th. harmonious production. 

Although Roger Wallingford is named as the hero, 
who from a Tory became the patriot lover of Mary Ham- 
ton, the real hero is Capt. Paul Jones, whose career at 
the opening of the story had just begun as the com- 
mander of the little Ranger, bound for France. The 
aaval hero and his maritime adventures, his bold spirit 
and impetuous temperament, afford the author a vivid 
characterization. The heroine is introduced in the home 
of her brother, the wealthy patriot, Col. Jonathan Ham- 
ilton, where a farewell supper was given in honor of 
Capt. Paul Jones. The reader is convinced of the love- 
liness and gentle sympathies of the heroine, and that in 
such a comradeship life would be forced to part from 
many of its disappointments, and that many of those 
impulses which are the determinants of exalted charac- 
ter would be supplied by association with so symmetrical 
a personality.

The advance sheets of Mr. Hearn’s new book can but 
be an event to the lover of his oriental themes, since 
this author gave the world his “Stray Leaves from a 


Strange Literature,” “Chinese Ghosts,” “Shadowing,” 


ete., there has been a steadily increasing interest in 
his melodious prose and poetic thought. Some marvel- 
ous stories are told in this collection. There are pages 
which will remind the reader of the dramatie power of 


the sleep-waking scene in “La Somnambula,” with its 


touching outburst of melody. 
The stories are many of them grewsome, and they 


become more so, as they are trzcked back along the river | 


of time. Yet in these strang, chronicles there are sen- 
timents so profound that no words would seem to trans- 
late them. The elements seem an incorporation of 
dreams, indispensable to the revelation of the theme. 
Dreams naturally hover around Mr. Hearn’s fancies, and 
furnish their own psychologic (lement. To express them 
would seem an exaggeration of confidence between the 
book and the reader. 

The stories are diverse, but whether the theme be that 


of the maid Kimurné, who had the physical embodiment 


of one family and the soul of another lineage, or that 
of tlie young Samurai, who held the little child confided 


by the gods until the burden made him strong by its 
- mysterious weight, the essential nuclei of these con- 


densations are not identical with the ordinary levels of 
imagination. 
In “Beside the Sea” some one is made to gay of the 


dead: “They mingle with flood, wind and cloud. I can- 


not conceive myself that even the grosser substance of 
vanished being ever completely dies, however dissolved 
or scattered—fleeting on the gale—floating in the mists, 
it is there shuddering in the leaf, or flickering in the 
light of waters.” 

One of the peculiarly suggestive stories of the number 
is “In a Japanese Hospital,” in which the author says of 
Ute, “The sentiency is the riddle of riddles, and the 


mystery of life remains the most inscrutable, the most 
tremendous, the most appalling of enigmas.” 

One has something of the delight of the scientific

Extensive Reclamation Accomplished. 
T= reclamation of a large area of drainage and 


clearing and the placing of a big acreage under irri- 
gation are among the things accomplished by the 
Artesian Water Company within the past eighteen 
months on lands lying between Los Angeles and Santa 
Monica. 
The leading spirits in the concern are Frederick H. 
Rindge, president; George I. Cochran, vice-president; I. 
A. Phillips, secretary and general manager; George R.

The improvements which have been made by the 
company on its water system represent an investment of 
about $65,000. < 
The company’s farm contains 800 acres and lies south 
of Adams street and not far west of the city limits. 
Only a year ago a very large proportion of the. acreage 
was of swamp land, yielding practically nothing of 
walue except a precarious pasturage. The draining and 
clearing was a herculean task. An immense quantity 
of brush and roots, accumulated by ages of wild growth, 


was gathered by cutting and pulling, put into great heaps 


‘pnd burned. A drainage system which took from the 
land its surplus moisture was also installed. 

The farm today presents a widely different appear- 
ance from that which it had a year ago. Where the 


tules and the tangled growth of vines formed a jungle. 


through which it was almost impossible to cut one's 
way, and where the ground was so full of water that it 
was a veritable bog, there is now a thrifty garden spot 
with a soil just moist enough for growing vegetables. 
About one-half of the farm is of peatlands, the deposit 
of peat extending down far beneath the surface. 
Distributed about the company’s farm is a system of 
artesian wells. There are about twenty of the wells, 
each of which has a twelve-inch casing. Three water- 
bearing strata have been penetrated by boring. Below 
the company’s farm the lands extending as far as Ocean 
Park can be irrigated by gravity. There are 3000 or 
4000 acres that could be put under gravity irrigation 


and a much larger acreage could be watered from the 


wells by pumping to a slight elevation. 

The farm is devoted to alfalfa culture and to garden- 
ing. The first crops were put in last spring. Among the 
vegetables produced have been chiefly celery, asparagus, 
rhubarb and cucumbers. From one sixteen-acre piece 
there were raised 2700 sacks of potatoes, which netted 
$2200. Potatoes this year have sold for a higher price 
than common, however. The season has not been a favor- 


able one for cucumbers, yet from a _ twenty-five-acre 


piece there were produced this season 317,860 pounds of 
cucumbers. All of them were small ones, ranging from 
two and one-half to five inches in length, those being 
pickling sizes. 

At present the company is supplying water for the 
gun clubs in the Ballona district. By having fresh water 
distributed over the club preserves, the ducks are at- 
tracted there in greater numbers, and the sport of shoot- 
ing them is improved.

The California Lemon Crop. 


HE following on this subject is from the New York 
Fruitman's Guide: 

“This is the question which at thé present time is en- 
gaging the attention of importers, as they prefer to act 
with caution in ordering the new Messinas, which, ac- 
cording to present indications, will not arrive before 
November. To predict thirty days in advance nowadays 
is a difficult task, aud importers therefore are awaiting 
information of an accurate nature prior to operating on 
a large sale. Advices from California indicate a large 
yield and shipments will be liberal during the winter 
months. It is declared that New York, Boston, Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore will have sufficient California 
lemons, beginning with the middle of October, to supply 
existing requirements, while the small size fruit will be 
shipped to New Orleans and other southern points. A 
conservative estimate of the prospective yield of Call- 
fornia lemons is 1,200,000 boxes. These figures represent 
the winter supply, so that the United States will be well 
supplied with the native fruit. The enormous increase 
in acreage and the marvelous progress made in cultiva- 
tion, has promoted California to the position of a coun- 
try capable of producing the finest lemons, and only re- 
cently a well-known Italian exporter who visited the 
Pan-American Exposition, declared that the California 
lemons on exhibition were finer in quality and tissue 
than the fruit produced in Maiori.

Gratifying Assurancee. 


HE bacteriologist is the “holy terror” of today. He 

is forever finding some new bugs with which to 
frighten us. His latest discovery, according to the 
Birmingham Mail, is that the straw hat is a sort of 
playground for germs and bacilli. Those who have 
had the privilege of seeing lovely woman fasten on her 
hat recall the fact that sometimes she holds her hat 
pins between her pretty lips. This characteristic has 
been noticed by the bacteriologist. The pins, after be- 
ing thrust through the straw, are covered with the min- 
ute bacilli, and when placed between the lips they find 
a congenial region in which to develop their activities. 
Thrice happy in their dalliance on the lips of beauty, 
the tiny organisms multiply rapidly, and, passing 
through the mouth, enter the system, and, it is feared, 
bring about that debilitated state which blanches the 
cheek and robs the eyes of their luster. 

This new terror also concerns man. With bacilli on 
the lips of women, there is the danger of them being 
soon conveyed to the lips of man. : 

A most gratifying assurance, however, comes from a 
manufacturer of Cheapside, who says that no microbe, 
germ or bacillus’ can survive the terribly searching 
ordeal which the white straw plait has to undergo in 
a series of baths of peroxide of hydrogen and peroxide 
of sodium, then through strong and dense vapors of 
burning sulphur and sometimes finishing with a further 
bath of hyposulphate of soda and oxalic acid. 

We shall certainly take our microbes with much more 
grace after knowing that they have had a series of 
baths in various peroxides, burning sulphur, etc., be- 
fore they enter our interior department.

In North America alone 
there are nearly cne hundred species of these birds, not 
counting that pest of our large cities, the English spar- 
row, nor the European tree sparrow, both introduced 
some years ago.

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A DAINTY PET. 
PRETTY WAXS OF A FLYING SQUIRREL—SOME 
AMUSING TRICKS HE PLAYED. 


[Cincinnati Faquirer:] The flying squirrel proves so 
interesting and satisfactory a pet, is such an attractive 
little creature, with its soft, fine, silver-gray and white 
fur, flat, bushy tail, and bright, expressive eyes, thal 
the observer wonders why it is not so frequently seen 
as the large gray squirrel, which must always be con- 
fined to its wire prison and revolving wheel. 3 

Many interesting incidents are related of a squirrel 
which became a very amusing pet. During the first few 
days of his imprisonment in the cage—a former home of 
a large gray squirrel—the flying pet was inclined to be

All 
honpr to her name, for her standards were high in the 
only things which were considered legitimate for women. 
Standards for women today are higher, but they will 
do well if they strive as strenuously to reach them as 
did she. 

An exquisite creature was our grandmother in her 

girlhood; no one so dainty and graceful as she; nowhere 
today is there so delicate a piece of femininity. Today, 
indeed. few women covet that praise. It is no longer 
the tiny hand, the milk-white skin, the trim ankle and 
the taper waist that women strive for and men demand, 
but rather the strong arm, the firm step, the bright eye. 
and the clear brain—no longer perfect femininity, but. 
perfect womanhood. 
It has been said that there is leas physical beauty in 
the world today than there was a century ago. Cer- 
tainly there is less talk about it. But viewed by the new 
‘standards our grandchiidren will blossom into such 
beauty as the world has never seen; for it has been 
given to us to know many things that were undreamed 
of in the philosophy of those pretty little maids of long 
ago. Perhaps most important, most helpful of all, we 
have learned to see the fallacy of that time-honored 
aphorism, “Beauty is only skin deep,” and we now set 
to work scientifically to make ourselves beautiful from 
the inside outward. 

We may indeed have lost some of the fineness and 

 fastidiousness whicn marked the young women of our 
grandmother's time—the belief that a cotton handker- 
chief would injure the nose; that cotton underciothing 
was not only vulgar, but unwholesome; that a soft. 
white hand was the hall-mark of a lady; that a knowl-. 
edge of dancing, singing, playing, embroidering and 
letter-writing stood next in importance to the art of 
personal adornment. But we must still admit that there 
is a certain mental elegance which comes of intimate 
association with linens and expresses itself somehow in 
the body, and which we lack nowadays through close 
familiarity with cottons; a certain fineness betokened 
by a soft, white, shapely hand that our modern athletic 
women, with their hard, brown hands sometimes fail of; 
and a certain culture that even a superficial study of the 
arts can not fail to impart. 

On the other hand, women, to a greater degree than 
ever before, have common sense, and utilitarianism, and 
the calmness and poise that go with strength; but in 
their eagerness for this physical and mental power they

There are still to be met young women who cling and 
faint and shriek and pinch their waists and toes. So

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The two types represent the extremes produced on 
the one hand by beginning-of-the-century restraint, and, 
on the other, by end-of-the-century freedom. In the one 
case modesty, carried to extremes, degenerated into ar- 
tificiality, and affectation; in the other, liberty, indis- 
criminatingly exercised, has expanded into license and 
indecorum. The latter is but a passing phase in the 
evolution of womanhood from absolute dependence and 
repression toward independence and individuality. 

But the best type of the young woman of today has 
‘Steered the craft of her womanhood safely between the 
Scylla of efieminacy and the Charybdis of mannishness; 
between the hidden rock of prudery and the whirlpool 
of unrestraint, holding her course straight toward the 
paven of the sort of womanhood that fills our ideal of 
what the mothers ought to be in the wonderful future.

BUSINESS FOR WOMEN: 


THEY CAN FIND PROFITABLE WORK IN TOWN 
| AND COUNTRY. 
By a Spectal Contributor, 

A large number of women are now engaged in various 
branches of commercial life, many from country places 
and interior towns, attracted to the nearest large city 
by the possibility of finding employment, where it is 
supposed that abundant opportunities are offered, pay- 
ing in proportion to good fortune, ability or influence. 
One naturally wonders why they do not undertake en- 
terprises on their own account, for which women are 

‘eminently fitted. 

On account of their patience, determination, applica- 
tion and painstaking care women should be foremost in 
one particular industry, that of raising animals of 
various kinds, either to be used as pets or for food or 
fur. It is conducted in a quiet place, away from the 
mad hustle, bustle and etrife of city life; gives ample 
time for household duties and leisure; is free from in- 
suits, bickerings and domineering employers, is not ar- 

duous, and when conducted on a large scale, the heavy 
labor can be performed by men or boys hired for the 
purpose. Never, for an instant, however, must the 
woman lose sight of the fact that she m oversee every 
detail and know for an absolute certainty that all work 
has been done at the proper time and as it should be. 
It commenced properly the risk is slight, and the way 
to begin is on a small scale, with only a pair or two of 
- th® cheapest animals of the kind you desire to raise; ex-

cessfully breeding fine animals and making money at 
the business. Several in Chicago are raising Angora 
cats, and there are others in Louisville, St. Louis, San 
Francisco and places about New York City. In Indian- 
apolis a woman is raising toy poodies. - . 

In addition to the animals above mentioned others for 
which there is a growing demand may also be raised, 
such as pheasants, but little, if any, more trouble than 
poultry. Their rare beauty makes it easy to dispose of 
them at high prices, while the fact that they are a de- 
licious food adds to the market value. 

Raising frogs is no work at all, and land suited for 
this purpose that is wet and swampy, or land surround- 
ing a pond, usually can be used for nothing else. By 
having proper buildings they can be marketed when the 
price is high. Frog legs are always in demand, fre- 
quently at surprisingly large prices, as they are con- 
sidered a great delicacy. . 

There is too, the beautiful Angora goat, raised for its 
wool, from which mohair is made, and the flesh used as 
an article of food. It is easily cared for and pays well. 

Probably the queerest, and one which at first thought 
seems the most obectionable, is skunk farming. This 
little animal is really very interesting and inoffensive 
when understood and properly handled. The scent sacs 
can be removed without trouble from the young, and 
old animals will not use their scent unless badly fright- 
ened. Skunks are possessed of more than ordinary ani- 
mal intelligence, soon learning to know their keeper, 
eating from the hand; and following him about like a 
dog. 

Like frogs, skunks are particularly suited to ra/ ‘ing

Women should be able to select some animal from the 
list to begin with, carrying the business through a grad- 
ual system of development to a profitable conclusion. 

Near almost any large city dogs can be taken to board, 
as their owners desire to place them out while away 
from home or to give them proper air and exercise, and 
a dog boarding-house can be handled by any enterpris- 
ing woman. In a city aquariums can be equipped and 
kept in order under contract. In New York an enter- 
prising young woman exercises dogs, giving each an 
hour or so a day, her time being fully occupied in this 
way, at a good price, by special arrangement with aris- 
tocratic owners of valuable animals. Then there is 
taxidermy, which is profitable. Spare time can be nicely 
used teaching birds to pipe a tune, and ing parrots 
to talk, as a bird that can whistle a t 3 valuable, 
and one having a repertoire of several tunes is quite out 
of the reach of an ordinary purchaser; and the same is 
true of a good talking parrot.
